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Lingering U.S. anti-boycott bill

WASHINGTON. — Officials of the three 
American Jewish organizations that negotiated 
the compromise with the Business Roundtable on 
Legislation, designed to limit U.S. compliance 
with the Arab Economic boycott against Israel, 
are embarrassed by the fact that the agreed- 
upon legislation will allow American firms to 
continue to comply with some aspects of the Arab 
boycott. 

The Senate last Thursday evening, by a vote of 
90 to 1, approved the compromise language on 


the boycott, which also had the support of the 
Carter Administration. 

. The fact that some of the most outspoken 
critics of effective anti-boycott legislation voted 
In favour of the bill has indicated to most political 
observers here that the weakened version of the 
bill contains enough loopholes and exemptions to 
permit American firms to cooperate with certain 
boycott demands — something the American 
Jewish leadership and others here opposed to the 
boycott had hoped to avoid. 

Sen. Jacob Javits (R-New York), a leading 
backer of strong anti-boycott legislation, was 


blunt in stating his feelings on the Senate floor 
during the debate that preceded final passage. 
"The Jewish organizations have attempted to 
placate the Business Roundtable by coming to an 
agreement on this issue,'* he said. “But the 
defect In the agreement is that it will not finally 
— once and for all — end the Arab boycott of 
American firms." 

Javits, however, voted In favour of the com* 
promise version because it had the support of the 
Jewish organizations, but It was clear that he — 
and many of his colleagues who had voiced op*

WASHINGTON. — Israel Is equipping its tactical fighter aircraft fleet with a 
long-range television-guided missile designed primarily to destroy Soviet- 
mpplied SA-fl anti-aircraft missile installations In Arab countries, “Aviation 
Week And Space Technology” reports in Its latest edition. 

"Called LUZ-l, the missile has a 200 kg, (440 lb.) conventional warhead, a 
maximum range of 80 km. (48.8 miles) and has been described as being jam- 
proof; affordable and effective," the highly authoritative magazine said. 

Th*- weapon was designed by Rafael, Israel's armament development 
authority, which also is responsible for the Shafrir air-to-air missile, the 
report continued. “It is produced by Rafael and Israel Aircraft Industries' 
MBT division and is being installed on IAI's kat C*2 and McDonnell Douglass 
F*4E Phantom aircraft,'* It added. 

According to 1 'Aviation Week," export of the new Israeli-made missile is not 
available because '‘the full production run is being taken by the Israeli Air 
Fewer 

The magazine said that Isr ael D efence Ministry representatives in the U.8. 
declined to comment about LUZ-l. 

"LUZ-l was designed and prototyped in 1971 but lack of funds stopped work 
the following year," it said. “A combination of the 1973 Arab-Israell war and 
the questionable status in the U.S. of the Navy /Rockwell International Candor 
alr-to-surface missile brought LUZ-l hack to life with a high priority In 1974. 

, “The U.S. shipped about 800 Hughes Maverick television-guided' missiles 
plus a large quantity of Walleye glide bombs to Israel during and after the 1973 
war. The Maverick was used by Israel during the last stages of tw* war. The 
coat of the Maverick has gr o w n from $20,000 per unit to about $80,000 since 
1973. This, plus the 38-mile range of the BA-6, prompted the Israelis to turn to 
the LUZ-l. Range of the Maverick is 27 miles. ■ * . 

“During the 1978 war, the Israeli ground attack tactic was to come In low 
over the Suez Canal to destroy missile sites and bridges. Israeli losses were 
high In the surface-to-air missile suppression missions because Arab missile 
crews were considerably more effective than in previous Middle East battles. 

- “While prime LUZ-l targets will be anti-aircraft batteries, including the 
lower level ZSU-23 anti-aircraft gun and SA-9 battlefield anti-aircraft missile, 
the new Israeli missile has secondary targets that Include the Soviet Scud and 
Frog surface-to-surface ml g»fl eg now In the hands of Egypt and Syria. Israel 
views the Scud with its range of nearly 200 «fon«ui as a threat to population cen- 
tres and the Frog os a formidable shortrange battlefield missile. Hie Frog has 
a range of about 38 miles." .

MOSCOW (Reuter). — The Soviet 
Union yesterday accused the West of 
turning a deaf ear to Mb scow' 8 disar- 
mament proposals and tryipg to gain 
“unilateral advantages" 

The charges came In "Pravda,” 
which published a lengthy editorial 
outlining the Soviet Unlonis past 
policy Initiatives on complete and 
partial disarmament and cutting 
troop levels in Central Europe. 

The editorial also, repeated the 
Soviet claim that the U.S. had tried 
to win an unfair advantage in the 
strategic balance r undex-lbe gulsejof . 
proposing radical cut* in nuclear 
weapons. < 

“It Is deeply alien, to the Soviet 
Union, to make allegedly far- 
reaching proposals, which are really 


proposals aimed at attaining un- 
ilateral advantages and therefore 
absolutely unrealistic ones." "Prav- 
da" said. 

The editorial, headlined “Who is 
being found wanting?" was seen as 
an attempt to fend off potential 
criticism of the Soviet position 
before the American and Soviet 
teams resume strategic arms limita- 
tion (Salt) negotiations In Geneva' 
.this' week.

Israel may need own map: Avineri

views over the weekend following his 
return from Washington, Avineri 
said that "at this stage we have no. 
need to draw maps. But It Is quite 
possible that the government will 
have to make such a move...."

Assad flies to 
Geneva today 
to see Carter 

DAMASCUS (Reuter). — Syrian 
President Hafez al-Assad files to 
Geneva today to meet U.S. President 
Jimmy Carter, hopeful that the U.S. 
will be prepared to put pressure on 
Israel to move towards Syria's Idea 

I nf a Middle East settlement 

Damascus Radio said in a' com- 
mentary yesterday that, if dialogue 
falls to achieve a just peace in the 
region, the Arabs would be obliged to 
defend their rights by all the means 
at their disposal. 

Assad said on Friday that Syria 1s 
ready to discuss the Idea of 
demilitarised zones between Israel 
and Its Arab neighbours — a proposal 
supported both by Carter and Soviet 
leader Leonid Brezhnev. 

Carter has been briefed by the 
: Syrian Foreign Minister Abdel HuH™ 
EQmddftm on Assad's proposals for a 
settlement as well as on recent 
Syrian discussions In Moscow. 

Assad now feels it is time for the 
U.S. to detail Its ideas on Middle East 
peace. Crucial Issues such as. fixture 
frontiers, the ending. of . the, state of; 
war. and the future, of the 
Palestinians are expected to feature 
prominently In the discussions. • 
The U.S. -President, flying to 
Geneva tomorrow trohji the seven- 
nation economic summit in London, 
is due to. return to the British capital 
almost immediately afterwards. So 
his discussions with Assad in a 
closely-guarded luxury hotel are 
scheduled to last only a few hours, 
starting In the afternoon and con- 
tinuing through a working dinner. 

Official Syrian sources here said 
President Assad hoped the talks 
could be a significant step towards 
peace in the Middle East and would 
at least help improve relations with 
the U.S. • 

The Syrian government newspaper 
"Tiahrin” said Monday's meeting 
was especially important because 
“Syria represents an Integrated 
Arab view which has crystallised 
through recent contacts between 
Arab capitals." 


Peres reaction to Vance 
surprised State Dep’t

WASHINGTON. — Acting Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres surprised the 
State Department by publicly 
welcoming Secretary of State Gyrus 
Vance's press conference statement 
last week indicating that the U.S. 
would come up with an American 
peace plan for the Middle East. 

Informed diplomatic sources here, 
however, conceded that Peres had 
been catering to Israeli public opi- 
nion In putting the best face passible 
on the Vance statement. They noted 
that a strain in Israel-U.S. relations 
would hurt the Labour Party la the 
coming elections. 

But some pro-Israel sources, while 
they thought ft understandable that 
Peres would not want to criticize the 
Americana before the elections felt it 
was "irresponsible" for Mm to have 
gone ahead and praised the U.S. 
statements. 

According to informed sources 
here, the State Department had been 
bracing itself for a sharp Israeli 
reaction against the Vance state- 
ment as well as against an earlier 
remark by President Garter that the 
U.S. would use its “full strength" and 
all its “persuasive power" -to con- 
vince the Arab states and Israel to 
accept a “fair and equitable!* 
American proposal. 

American supporters of Israel here 
in Washington bad already made 
representations to the State Depart- 
ment, Indicating that the Carter Ad- 
ministration was beginning to sound 
as if it was moving in the direction of 
an imposed settlement, despite 
protestations by the President and 
the Secretary that they were not con- 
sidering this. 

But Peres, by publicly 
"welcoming” the Vance statement, 
and by bending over to give to It a 
"positive" interpretation (from 
Israel's standpoint) , has emboldened 
the State Department's Middle East 
specialists to believe that Israel may 
in fact really want the U.S. to come 
tip with a plan of its own — something 


Israel had always rejected in the 
past. 

At the same time, Peres' state- 
ment has undermined efforts by 
Israeli supporters to reverse the Ad- 
ministration's thinking in this sen- 
sitive area. 

"You're more pro-Israel than the 
Israelis," one State Department of- 
ficial said to an American Jewish 
leader. “Didn't you see that Perea is 
happy with our position?" 

Informed diplomatic sources here, 
however, said that despite the public 
Peres comment the State Depart- 
ment was fully aware that Israel 
would vigorously oppose an imposed 
American plan. 

"The State Department should 
have no illusions." one reliable pro- 
Israel source said. 

Despite the Peres remark, which 
was being thrown back to Israeli 
reporters here by U.S. officials, most 
knowledgeable political observers 
here feel that the U.S. may be mov- 
ing towards an imposed peace settle- 
ment, although . top U.S. officials 
refuse to say so publicly. Supporters 
-of Israel' ok* : Oapltol 'Bill and 
elsewhere* In the U-S. can be ex- 
pected to resist this trend. 

Perea, speaking to an election 
meeting in Haifa on Friday, said it 
was reasonable to assume .that the 
Americans would offer .a peace plan 
of their own and apply pressure to 
have it carried out. The only way to 
prevent this, he said, is for Israel to 
offer its own peace programme. And 
the Geneva talks should centre on 
such an Israeli plan, not on 
something dictated by outsiders, he 
stressed.

Britain placed second In the contest 
and Ireland’s the Swarbriggs Plus 
Two came third. 


LONDON. — U.S. President Jimmy 
Carter won approval for his human 
rights campaign at the seven-nation 
economic summit conference here 
yesterday, but ran Into a major dis- 
pute with other government leaders 
over the Issue of exporting nuclear 
technology. 

UJ3. officials said America's allies 
broadly supported Carter’s drive for 
greater freedom throughout the 
world. But a row over U.S. 
differences with West Germany and 
France on the nuclear issue was left 
unsettled. 

Carter told reporters: “We had 
some difficult subjects to discuss, 
nuclear energy and human rights." 
Asked if any major difficulties bad 
emerged. Carter replied: “None that 
we cannot resolve. 

“We are all determined to hold 
down on the proliferation of nuclear 
weapon capability," he said. “How 
to resolve this problem with so many 
different kinds of nations' needs is 
one that will probably be our most 
difficult undertaking." 

World leaders agreed to set up a 
group of experts to study the ques- 
tion of nonproliferation. The experts 
will be asked to report back in eight 
weeks on how nuclear energy can be 
developed by all countries without 
the risk of strengthening their 
military capabilities, West German 
sources said. 

The agreement came after West 
German Chancellor Helmut Schmidt 
disagreed with the American view, 
presented by Carter, that any final 
decision on nuclear nonproliferation 
could be reached at the seven-nation 
summit conference that opened 
yesterday. 

According to the sources. Schmidt 
said no final decision on the Issue 
could be taken without consulting the 
nuclear supply group — the 15 
nations known as the “London Club" 
— which Includes the Soviet Union. 
Schmidt also said those nations on 
the threshold of developing nuclear 
capability would have to be con- 
sulted, the German sources said. 
Such nations Included Brazil, which 
is buying advanced nuclear 
technology from West Ger- 
many. 

U.S. President Jimmy Carter and 
Schmidt met privately for more than 


90 minutes yesterday and Carter's 
national security adviser said 
afterwards that they had reconciled 
their differences over nuclear 
Issues. 

Zbigniew Brzezinskl, head of 
Carter’s National Security Council, 
would not spell out the understan- 
ding, but indicated the U.S. could not 
force West Germany to scrap its 
$4. fib. deal to sell sensitive nuclear 
technology to Brazil. 

Schmidt has said In the past that 
West Germany will export nuclear 
I reactors “to any country who wants 
one, or more than one. It's our major 
future industry.” 

Carter has opposed that sale and 
generally opposes the sale of any 
nuclear technology that might 
spread the capability of making 
atomic weapons. 

The first day of the summit, accor- 
ding to the leaders and their aides, 
was marked by broad agreement on 
how the non-Communlst world 
should speed its recovery from the 
worst economic recession since the 
1930s. 

U.S. Treasury Secretary W. 
Michael Blumenthal said President 
Jimmy Carter and the others pledg- 
ed to take necessary measures to 
make sure their economies grow at 
rates sufficient to reduce unemploy- 
ment around the world and keep in- 
flation under control. 

Blumenthal reported at a press 
■conference that Carter had told the 
{leaders that the U.S. would meet Its 
own target for economic growth this 
•year of between 5.8 and 6 per cent- 
[and probably would exceed the goal 
for reducing unemployment to below 
'7 per cent. Unemployment in the 
U.S. declined in April to the 7 per 
cent level, the government reported 
In Washington on Friday. 

Blumenthal said each leader dis- 
cussed his own country's view of the 
world economy. He said there was a 
“broad measure of agreement" that 
while the world is recovering from 
the recent recession, the recovery is 
not proceeding fast enough. 

Blumenthal said the leaders spent 
most of yesterday afternoon discuss- 1 
ing nuclear Issues and that they will 
continue talking about them today. 
When pressed for details, 
Blumenthal said it was ag reed to

Gaza gets $2m. from Abu Dhabi

GAZA. — Mayor Rash ad Shaw a, 
recently back from a month's tour of 
Arab Persian Gulf oil states, told 
77ie Jerusalem Poet last night that 
his municipality has received $2m. 
by Sheikh Zald Ibn Sultan of Abu 
Dhabi. 

According to the mayor, the sum 
has already been transferred to 
Gaza's bank account in Amman. 

The money will be used for water 
and sewage systems, and for road 
paving in the town. Shawa also said 
that the city of Riyadh, the capital of 
Saudi a. Is considering aiding Gaza 
on a larger scale. He said that a 
budget had been submitted to the 


■city of some $l00m. over a five-year, 
period. “Their reaction was 
favourable, but the proposal is still 
being studied,” Shawa said. “We 
should have an answer within two 
months." 

The mayor added that according 
to a plan approved at the recent 
Arab League talks in Cairo, other 
Arab cities in Israel-administered 
territories will be aided by the Gulf 
states. Medina, for example, will 
. help the city of Hebron. Abu Dhabi 
will assist Ram all ah and Bethlehem. 

The mayor said that although 
politics were not discussed at the 
meetings with Saudi Arabian and 
Abu Dhabi officials, his schedule 
was coordinated by a representative 
of the PLO. 


National Front rise in local polls worries Jews

LONDON. — As the Conservatives 
swept Labour oat of the Local coun- 
cils in Thursday's elections, cap- 
turing the Mg prize of the Greater 
London Council, the Jewish com- 
munity woke up on Friday xgorzdng 
to the emergence of the fascist 
National Front (NF) as a definite 
political factor in British politics. 

While the NF did not secure any of 
the 92 seats on the Greater London 
Council ( GLC) , they managed, with . 
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racist Incitement against ethnic 
minorities, to capitalize on the 
protest vote and pull in five per cent 
of the vote in GLC polls. With a low 
43 per cent voting turnout, they beat 
the Liberals for third place after 
Labour and the Tories in one-third of 
the GLC sea'ta. This was a 
remarkable advance for the 
National. Front which increased its 
support from 9,500 (or half a per 
dent) in the ‘1973 Greater London 
elections to 119,000 (or five per cent) 
this time. 

What is alarming is that unlike 
other parts of the country, London 
local government divisions are 
parallel to parliamentary con- 
stituencies and should a general 
election be held soon, the fascists 
might do well although the electoral 
system will prevent them from win- 
ning a seat. What Is even more upset- 
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ting for the downcast labour party la 
the National Front's success in such 
working class districts as Bethnal 
Green and Hackney where they won 
19 per cent of the vote. 

Martin Savltt, head of the British 
Jews' Board of Deputies Defence 
Committee pointed out that these 
two boroughs were traditional 
fasdist territory and were the scene 
of Mosley-led anti-Semitic riots- in 
the 1930s. 

Savltt warned that, based on these 
results, the National Front could win 
over one million votes in a General 
Election. Erie Mbonman, Labour 
MB for Basildon, and co-chairman of 
the solidarity committee for Israel 
roof organization, concurs with the 
community’s defence chief in soun- 


ding the alarm for all concerned for 
parliamentary democracy. Mbon- 
man was concerned at the 
worrisome prospect of the fascists 
fielding over 300 parliamentary can- 
didates, and warned of the 
cumulative effect of these 
parliamentary campaigns, and of 
the NF's consequent right to demand 
equal broadcasting time for elec- 
tions propaganda.. 

He urged the Jewish community to 
confront this threat and not run 
away from it. 

Some political pundits are seeking 
the brighter side, arguing that it was, 
a protest, rather than a fascist, vote, 
holding that the Liberal-Labour pact 
bad brought Liberal voters to seek ,

(Condoned from page one) 
another outlet for their displeasure 
with government policy. Indeed, the 
Liberals lost many votes to the 
Tories in country councils. In recent 
years there has been a pattern of 
voting In local government elections 
for* the opposition and against the 
party in power. Thus In the 1973 local 
elections, voters switched to Labour 
demonstrating their dislike of the 
Conservative government led by 
Edward Heath. 

The Tory landslide has left no 
doubt as to Labour's country- wide 
unpopularity. With the Conser- 
vatives. capturing 16 of the 18 county 
councils, and four of the six 
metropolitan councils. Conservative 
leader Margaret Thatcher's cry of 
"the country has served notice on 
Labour to quit" was accompanied by 
a surge in the stock exchange com- 
parable to 1973 levels. 

The Tory local election victories in 
England and Wales were preceded 
by Labour's rout in Scotland a day 
earlier. Labour lost 129 seats and the 
Scottish Nationalists won 106 places. 

It- Is -difficult to see how, after the 
local government Conservative 
landslide, Labour can resist 
pressure for general elections.

French police 
believe Jewish 
embezzler is here 

PARIS (JTA). — The French police 
yesterday issued an international 
arrest warrant against a French 
Jew, Philip Goose, who is alleged to 
have left 1 the country for Israel with 
7'.5m. francs' (about 81.5m. > of his 
company's money.

check into his company's accounts

ed that of the company's controller. 
Goose served as executive vice 
president of the multi-national 
■Mslita coffee ' company, whose 
headquarters are in West Germany. 

Police found at Goose's home a 
letter in which he claimed that all 
the company's shareholders "are 
former Nazis who stole Jewish 
money." He implied that he was 
recovering some of these funds. 

The French police believe Goose is 
in Israel, which is described by some 
of the French press as the "haven for 
Jewish criminals." and has asked 
the Israeli police to track him down. 

Life for Fatah man 
who slew West 
German missionary 

R A MALL AH (Itim). — A local 
Fatah terrorist who murdered a 
West German he suspected of being 
an Israeli spy was sentenced by a 
military court here last week to life 
imprisonment. 

Mahmoud Elizir, 28, from Si] wad 
village near Ramallah, had battered 
his victim, Gunter Doidhacum, to 
death with a steel instrument three 
years ago. Doidhacum, a Christian, 
had come to the village to establish a 
"house of prayer" that he hoped 
would bring Jews and Arabs 
together. 

After the murder, Elixir fled to 
Jordan. He was arrested last August ' 
when he clashed with an IDF patrol 
while attempting to return here 
across the Dead Sea in a rubber 
dinghy. 

The court also found him guilty of 
belonging to Fatah, possessing arms 
and sabotage material and in- 
filtrating. 


3 suspects held 
in Kikar Atarim 
violence case 

TEL AVIV (Itim 1 . — Allegations of a 
gang war In Tel Aviv’s Kikar Atarim 
shopping and recreation centre sur- 
faced again on Friday when a waiter 
and the two owners of a milk bar 
were remanded for seven days on 
suspicion of complicity in placing a 
grenade that wrecked a car belong- 
ing to the owner of a business rival. 

Police told a Tel Aviv magistrate 
that the owners, Yosef and Daniel 
Pltusi, and the waiter, Yosef Topaz, 
had placed the grenade with intent to 
injure the business rival, Amar 
Machlouf. The grenade exploded 
without hurting anybody. 

The suspect's attorney, Zvi 
Lidsky, claimed his clients were In- 
nocent and thata interview bn televi- 
sion about violence in Kikar Atarim 
had prompted the arrests. Police 
asked to remand the suspects for 15 
days but the magistrate, saying that 
the police evidence was incomplete, 
issued a remand order for only seven 
days each.

Meanwhile, the U.S. yesterday 
addecT Great Britain to Its list of 
nations receiving resumed 
shipments of highly enriched 
uranium for peaceful uses. One of 
Carter's last acts before leaving 
Washington for London was to ap- 
prove the sale of enriched uranium 
to five countries — West Germany, 
Japan. Canada, Holland and 
Belgium. 

Carter's decision to lift curbs on 
the shipments was made public on 
Friday night. It Is in line with his 
April 27 request to Congress to en- 
dorse a policy “to improve U.S. 
reliability as a nuclear fuel 
supplier." 

One aim of the policy is to increase 
U.S. influence over who gets nuclear 
material by being a key supplier. 
Another is to discourage the spread 
of technology incorporating the 
potential for manufacturing 
weapons-grade nuclear material by 
providing nuclear fuel ready-made. 

Shipments of the enriched 
uranium to the receiving nations 
have been held up since July. 

A new process of chemical enrich- 
ment of uranium for power plants, 
reported to be virtually safe from the 
risk of nuclear weapons prolifera-. 
lion, was announced on Friday by 
France.- 

Andre Girand, general ad- 
ministrator of the French Atomic 
Energy Agency, Said the "enrich- 
ment by chemical treatment," as the 
new process is called, "practically 
forbids the production of weapons- 
grade enriched uranium." 

Giraud said the method could be in 
commercial use by about 1990. 

He said he told the International 
Atomic Energy Agency conference 
that the method, discovered 10 years 
ago. might not compete on economic 
terms with the gaseous-diffusion 
method of uranium enrichment 
widely used in the US. But he said it 
would not be classified as a "sen- 
sitive technology" since its export 
would not lead to the proliferation of 
nuclear weapons, as Is the case with 
existing methods of uranium 
enrichment.

Treasury softens stand on 
grocers* keeping books

income Tax Commissioner Eliezer 
Shiloni over the. weekend softened 
bis insistence on grocers keeping 
books, and announced that the 
Finance Ministry is ready to appoint 
a public committee to work out some 
relaxation for grocers, kiosk owners 
and pedlars. 

He made the announcement after 
a meeting at Tel Aviv's Yarkon 
police precinct headquarters 
between him and the grocers' at- 
torney, Mo she Kelsi. The meeting 
had been called by the precinct's 
commander, Sgan-Nitzav Bar- 
Haim, after police learned that some 
of the grocers were planning 
violence during a demonstration set 
for this week. 

Shiloni, the last holdout in the 
Internal Revenue Administration 
against making concessions on 
bookkeeping, had been under 


pressure from Finance Minister 
Yehoahua R&btnowitz to moderate 
his stand. According to the an- 
nouncement he made yesterday — in 
Rabinowltz's name — the public 
committee to work out the bookkeep- 
ing regulations for the grocers and 
the others will be appointed im- 
mediately and will report its 
recommendations within a month. 

Hinting that there would be some 
relaxation of tbe bookkeeping re- 
quirements, Shiloni added that the 
State Attorney’s office will be in- 
structed in tbe meantime to suspend 
proceedings against grocers, ldosk 
men and pedlars for failing to keep 
books. 

The greengrocers had earlier 
suggested that they maintain 
records in which they would list 
purchases at the beginning of the 
day and their dally turnover at the 
end — but without recording in- 
dividual transactions. - They were 
also prepared to submit to sample 
checks.

Council to approve 
new guidelines 
J’lem outline plan

The Jerusalem City Council is ex- 
pected to approve today guidelines 
fora new outline plan for Jerusalem, 
the .first new legal plan for the city in 
two decades. 

The plan envisions the city grow- 
ing at the same pace as it has since 
the Six Day War and reaching an ul- 
timate population of 650.000 — about 
SO per cent more than the current 
population.

The guidelines were approved un- 
animously on Friday by the City Ex- 
ecutive except for a proposal for a' 
sports stadium at Shuafat to which 
the religious members objected. 

Mayor Teddy Kollek said it was 
svmbolic that the plan was being 
presented during the week of theioth 
anniversary celebrations of the un- 
ification of the city. 

Once approved by the City Coun- 
cil, the guidelines must be translated 
into a formal plan expected to be 
presented in a few months to the 
local planning committee for ap- 
proval. 


Kahane stopped, West Bank quiet

RAMALLAH. — Rabbi Meir Kahane 
was arrested on Friday by soldiers 
guarding the road-block on the 
Jerusalem- Ramallah road, follow- 
ing repeated and varying attempts 
on his part to get past them. 

■ upon his appearance at the head 
of a convoy of vehicles with 30 of his 
supporters, the soldiers had stopped 
him and read out to him the Military 
Governor's order forbidding K a han e 
to enter any city in tbe West Bank. 

Kahane was handed over to the 
police, who took him to police head- 
quarters In Jerusalem for interroga- 
tion, before he was released that 
afternoon. His followers were taken 
to Jerusalem In military vehicles 
and released there. Two other con- 
voys of Kahane’s followers were 
turned back at the road blocks near 
Tulkarem and Kalkilya In the 
eastern Sharon. 

In the meantime, Arab 
demonstrations against Rabbi 
I Kahane’s declared plan to establish 
Gerizto^had sub- ' 
sided. Assurances of the Military 
.Ggy qpnment„ to Arab _ dignitaries 
throughout the~ West Bank — asweQ 
as the -pronounced presence of 
security forces at the road blocks on 
all approaches to the West Bank — 
had convinced the local population 
that the settlement attempt would 
get nowhere. 

There were, however, two distur- 
bances reported, whose origins were 
not clear. In Jenin, tbe Military 


Governor promised to investigate 
complaints that security forces had 
broken into the Az el-Din school and 
severely beaten pupils and teachers, 
hospitalizing the principal. 

In East Jerusalem, an Arab youth 
was arrested when police were oblig- 
ed to use force in breaking up a stone 
throwing demonstration near the 
Moslem Orphanage in the Old City.

Lingering doubts about U.S. anti-boycott bill

position to the boycott over the past two years — 
did ao most reluctantly. 

The three Jewish organizations that negotiated 
the compromise were the Antl-Defamatlon 
League of B'uai B'rlth, the American Jewish 
Congress and the American Jewish Committee. 
Their representatives Were defensive over the 
weekend in insisting that they had made the right 
decision to avoid a confrontation with the White 
House and the business community on the 
boycott Issue. 

But privately officials ’in each of those 
organizations had lingering doubts about their 

stand. 

What seemed most embarrassing was the fact 
that several senators who have long opposed any 
effective anti-boycott legislation saw fit to lend 
their support to the compromise bill. Sen. John 
Tower of Texas, for example, who has always 
been sensitive to tbe needs of the large oil com- 
' panies headquartered- in Ms state, said that the 
bill was "good...l hope the amendment will be 
adopted." 

Sen. William Pro xm ire of Wisconsin, one of the 
most outspoken supporters of strong anti-boycott 
legislation, sounded a disappointing note during 
the debate. In calling attention to the loopholes of 


the bill, he said: “I frankly do not like theae 
provisions.” But he too voted for the bill, reluc- 
tantly. , 

Tbe two principal loopholes contained in the 
bill centre around the so-called unilateral selec- 
tion provision and local law compliance provi- 
sion. Proxmire, chairman of the powerful Bank- 
ing Committee, and a strong supporter of Israel, 
explained these Joopholea as follows: 

"The unilateral selection provision will allow 
an Arab nation to specify to an American firm for 
boycott reasons the names of suppliers of com- 
ponents to be included on purchased goods. This 
exclusion from the bill’s prohibitions will even 
apply in the case where an American firm knows 
that the unilateral selection is being mode for the 
purpose of excluding a blacklisted American 
company. 

“The compliance with local law exemption will 
allow an American company resident in an Arab 
boycotting country to choose its American 
suppliers In compliance with the terms of the 
Arab boycott." 

According to Congressional experts, the effec- 
tiveness of the proposed boycott legisla tio n will 
now largely be left to the Commerce Depart- 
ment, which .will have to set regulations and in- 
terpret the new bill, • 


Originally, supporters of anti-boycott legisla- 
tion had wanted the Congress to approve an iron- 
clad bill which would not be left open to the differ- 
ing Interpretations of the Commerce Depart- 
ment, always sensitive to the American business 
community. 

The three American Jewish organizations that 
negotiated the deal, however, maintain ♦*** they 
will closely monitor the Commerce 
Department 'a rullnga, and If It does become clear 
within the next year or two that widespread com- 
pliance with Arab boycott demands continue to 
take place, they will push for a tightening up of 
the law. 

In explaining why they accepted the deal, the 

organizations insist that the bill does have many 
“positive” features — something no one here 
questions. Many of the most offensive aspects of 
the Arab boycott, as it relates to American firms,' 
have been removed. Tbe Jewish groups maintain 
that it was not worth the “polltle&l capital" to 
challenge the business community and the White 
House on what .might have been a stronger bill. 
They were apparently afraid of alienating the 
Administration and the business leadership 
against Israel — whose economy is most 
affected.

TEL AVIV — The 200 employees of 
Israel's educational television sta- 
tion will stage a four-day strike 
beginning on Tuesday if their work- 
ing conditions are not made com- 
parable to those of Broadcasting 
Authority television employees. 

The workers unanimously reached 
this decision at a meeting on Friday 
morning. 

Meanwhile, the producers and 
directors, though parties to the 
strike decision, continue their 
separate struggle for changes in the 
station's Operating procedures. 
Since last Wednesday they have not 
been producing new programmes 
and the station has been showing 
reruns. They claim the station's 8 
a.m. to 3 p.m. work day and civil ser- 
vice operating procedures do not let 
(them work effectively. 

A negotiation session between the 
producers and directors and Educa- 
tion Minister Aharon Vadlln was 
held on Thursday night without 
results. 

The root of the whole problem, 
said Shalom Harari, spokesman for 
the producers and directors, is the 
agreement signed in 1972 which was 
supposed to have put instructional 
TV working conditions on par with 
those of the regular television. 
Differences over interpretation of 
this agreement have given rise to 


many labour disputes at the 
Educational TV station. 

The Ministry of Education says 
conditions at the two television 
stations cannot be automatically 
equalized because each station does 
a different type of work. 

The long-range goal of educational 
TV employees is reportedly that 
their station be taken out of the 
Ministry of Education and be made 
an independent authority like the 
Broadcasting Authority.

places they learned about, want on field trips, wrote 
puppet shows for reading lessons, among other things. , 

“In the so-called better off schools, we tend to be very 
uncreative," she. said. "So Instead of enrioMng the 
children who can be our future leaders, we are boring '\ 
them. And then we wonder why problems develop later.. 

If the Ministry .would support programmes of creative 
teaching, they could save all the money spent on special . 
teachers and counsellors for problem children." 

Ellezer Marcus, a teacher from Jerusalem, told of his 
project to make junior high school students more dis- 
criminating theatre goers end (be hopes) movie goers 
and television viewers.

Poll shows ‘peace’ 
worry second only 
to inflation 

NEW YORK <JTA>. - Israelis, who 
four years ago regarded the subject 
of peace negotiations with the Arabs 
as only ninth among their concerns, 
now think of It as second only to in- 
flation. 

That is the finding of election 
analyst Hanoch Smith in a study by 
the American Jewish Committee. 

Smith found that inflation still 
topped the list, as in 1973. But he 
found that corruption in the Israeli 
establishment, which ranked 15th In 
1973, is now in fourth place. The sub- 
ject of strikes, which was second In 
1973, Is now In the ninth spot. 

Smith's findings are contained In a 
study, “Popular Attitudes and 
Prognosis," which is the second In a 
series on the current Knesset elec- 
tions prepared for the committee's 
foreign affairs department. 

Single plan 
for Galilee 
development 

NAZARETH. — "The first thing I 
did was to formulate a single plan." 
Rcuvcn A. David told a press con- 
ference on Friday marking the end 
of hla first six months as Coordinator 
of Government Activities In Galilee. 

Hls plan, which supplants the 14 
different documents prepared by 
various authorities which he found 
when he took office, la designed to 
double the population of Galilee 
within the next 16 years, following a 
government decision to give priority 
to the region. The projected popula- 
tion of one million will be half Jewish 
and half Arab. 

During these months the coor- 
dinator said he set up a working 
team, established coordination 
among various government 
ministries, and determined 
priorities. 

A first priority will be the 
telephone and roads networks. The 
largest road will link the Coasted 
Plain with Klryat Shmona via Wadi 
Milek. Yokneam, Hasolelim, Golan! 
Junction. Amihud and Merar. Water 
resources will also be developed. 

Industrial centres are already un- 
der construction or projected In the 
Tefen area (Western Galilee), 
M&hanayim (Upper Galilee », Golanl 
Junction (Eastern Galilee). Kabri 
(Naharlya region) and Tzipori 
(Nazareth region). New industry 
will provide jobs for Jews who will 
be moving to Galilee, as well as for 
that portion of the Arab population 
that will be shifting from agriculture 
to industrial work. 

There will also be industrial cen- 
tres in the Arab villages of Sakhnln, 
Merar, Nakhkef, Tamra and Blsmat 
Tivon. 

The Minister of Commerce and In- 
dustry Is making every effort to 
promote cooperation in investment 
by both Jews and Arabs with capital, 
David said. The Lands Authority will 
allocate sites for construction of high 
rise housing.

Arabs ram 
through 
anti-Israel 
resolution 


NEW YORK (AP) . — Apparently 
stung by Israel's bitter attack on the 
UN Human Rights Commission, the 
Arabs on Friday rammed through 
another anti-Israeli resolution in the 
Economic. and Social Council 
(ECOSOQ. 

The resolution commended the 
Human Rights Commission for its 
"vigilance" over the rights of Arabs 
in the Israeli-occupied territories 
and urged the body to continue to 
take "appropriate measures" on the 
issue. 

The resolution, introduced on the 
last day of debate on human rights in 
Ecosqc's social committee, was un- 
usual because the 54-member body 
usually limits itself to an overall 
commendation of the commission 
for its work. 

Israeli Ambassador Chaim Herzog 
promptly criticized the "apparently 
Insatiable quest of the Arab states to 
collect anti-Israeli resolutions in the 
United Nations." 

Despite U.S. attempts to head off a 
vote, the resolution was routinely 
passed 34-2 with 12 abstentions. The 
breakdown followed a familiar 
pattern, with only the U.S. and 
Canada voting “no," West European 
nations abstaining and the Cbm- 
m unia ts teaming up with Third 
World countries to bring the resolu- 
tion home. 

At its meeting In Geneva In March, 
the Commission on Human Rights 
adopted the usual package of denun- 
ciations of Israel, South Africa and 
Chile. But Western delegates said 
that in private meetings the commis- 
sion had made significant strides 
toward being more responsive to in- 
dividual complaints of human rights 
violations. 

On Tuesday, Herzog blasted the 
commission for being silent on alleg- 
ed massacres and violence in Cam- 
bodia, Iran and Iraq while concen- 
trating on Israel. 

That angered the Arabs, who sub- 
sequently took turns lambasting 
Israel for violating Arab rights. 'Die 
campaign culminated with the 
resolution on Friday. 


proposed visit to South Africa. 

Meanwhile, spokesmen for the 
black diplomat, who caused a furore 
here because he apparently did not 
originally try to arrange the trip 
through official channels, said he 
would go through with the visit 
despite official warnings that he 
may not be welcome. 

An official source said yesterday 
that the new approach had apparent- 
ly satisfied Foreign Minister Pik 
Botha, who had said on television 
Friday night that Young would not 
he allowed Into the country unless he 
made use of the correct official 
channels. 

But Botha would only say yester- 
day that the government was study- 
ing "an official communication" and 
expected to make a decision on the 
visit by Tuesday. 

On Friday Botha had said of 
Young's plan to talk to black 
nationalist leaders In South Africa: 
"We are & proud nation. We are not 
going to be dictated to by no force 
and no power, not even the U.S. We 
are not prepared to crawl before 
them, least of all before Mr. Andrew 
Young." 

The South African government 
apparently agreed unofficially 
In principle to Young's coming here 
to address businessmen and students 
on May 20. 

But it was angered by newspaper 
reports that he also planned to visit 
Soweto, the turbulent black township 
outside Johannesburg and to meet 
prominent black leaders without 
talking with the government as well. 

In addition, the South Africans 
said, no official approach was made 
by the U.S. to confirm the visit after 
the first soundings were made 
through prominent South African 
businessman Harry Oppenheimer. 

Several weeks ago the outspoken 
Young said he "hated" to have 
anything to do with the South African 
government.

Zaire claims major advance 
in seizing two more towns 


KINSHASA. — Zaire yesterday claimed a major vic- 
tory against rebels in the southern province of Shaba 
and prepared a new move to implicate the Soviet Union 
in the Angolan-sponsored invasion. The official news 
agency AZAP said the Insurgents, who began their up- 
rising two months ago, had lost many dead when the 
town of Saolkosa was overrun on Friday. Big stockpiles 
of weapons had also been captured. 


The Moroccan-supported government advance 
col umn had captured mortars, countless rockets and 
“unbelievable amounts" of ammunition In the area. 288 
kilometres west of the town of Kolwezi, AZAP added. 


It was the second reported advance in one day. AZAP 
said the small town of Kawayongo fell to the Moroccan- 
supported "Faz" {Zaire Armed Forces) on Friday. 

In preparation for a pew, televised spectacle, a crate 
of Soviet rockets — said to be beat-seeking ground-to-air 
SAM 7 anti-aircraft missiles — and a man believed to be 
prisoner were brought to the television studios here 
yesterday. 

The seven western Journalists Jailed by Zaire forces 
on charges that they spied for the Shaba insurgents 
were released yesterday. Three of the Journalists — 
Colin Smith of the London “Observer” and Erich 


Fofiath and Regis Bossn of the West German "Stem" — 
arrived in Brussels yesterday and told reporters they 
had feared they would be tried and executed by a Zaire 
military Mbunal. 

S mith, still bearded and dishevelled, said he was 
arrested In Mutahatsha on April 27 after entering Zaire 
from Zambia and kept In solitary confinement. 

"My cell was very small and there was no toilet and 
no bed.” he said. “I had no contact with the outside 
world except for visits of three Catholic sisters and an 
American missionary. The first three days of my deten- 
tion were awful because I feared a quick military trial 
which could have condemned me to death." 

The four other journalists— reporters for Spanish 
television — arrived in Madrid yesterday. 

Before their release the reporters were paraded as 
prisoners before the Kinshasa diplomatic corps. They 
were then subjected to a televised interview in which 
Zaire General r,«tniH« Bolongo accused them of 
"engaging or attempting to engage in acta of espionage- 
on behalf of the aggressors.” 

All the reporters denied these charges and once they 
were released said they entered Zaire in an attempt to 
obtain on-site coverage of the battles independent of the 
tightly controlled Zaire news agency. (Reuter; AP)

Lebanon arrests Norwegian 
carrying bomb to Germany 


Ethiopian strongman 
ends Moscow visit 


BEIRUT. — A Norwegian arrested 
at Beirut Airport with 650 grams of 
plastic explosives and detonators 
hidden in his baggage has told in- 
vestigators he is a Journalist, airport 
sources said yesterday. 

The honorary Norwegian con- 
sulate. which is staffed by Lebanese, 
said his name was Lars Gule. 28. but 
It had not yet received any informa- 
tion from the Lebanese authorities 
about his detention. Consular of- 
ficials were not permitted to see 
him. 

Gule told military investigators he 
had obtained the explosives from a 
man named Ahmed in the Sabra dis- 
trict of Beirut, a stronghold of 
Palestinian terrorist groups, the 
sources said. There was no indica- 
tion of what he Intended to do with 
them. 


He was detained on Friday when 
customs officers found the ex- 
plosives hidden in a book as he 
prepared to board a Lebanese air- 
liner for Zurich and Frankfurt. 

Gule told investigators he had 
been in Lebanon since February and 
had seen representatives of both left- 
and right-wing factions. Involved in 
Lebanon’s civil war, as well as 
Palestinian terrorist groups. Gule 
reportedly admitted he was on 
friendly terms with Palestinian 
terrorist groups. 

He also allegedly said he toured 
terrorist bases in southern Lebanon 
and that the explosives were given to 
him as a "souvenir” by an unnamed 
terrorist. He said he worked for a 
number of Norwegian publications.

ROME. — The former director of the Common 
Market's security division said on Friday that a 
shipment of uranium ore that was lost in 1968 had 
been destined for Morocco before being sold — 
"on paper" — to a small firm In Milan, Italy. 

But. be said, the firm never knew the content of 
the shipment, which never arrived in Milan. The 
markings on the 560 barrels involved said they 
contained plum bate, a salt formed from lead 
dioxide acid, which requires special handling. 

The missing shipment — 200 tons of ore — could 
have been processed, to make the equivalent of 
60 Hiroshima-sized atomic bombs, he added. 

The official. Professor Enrico Jacchia, was 
director of nuclear security controls for the Com- 
mon Market until 1973. when he was named 
honorary director, a post he still holds. At a news 
conference on Friday, he disclosed the intricate 
international dealings behind the uranium ship- 
ment that disappeared mysteriously on the high 
seas eight years ago, but said the arrangements 
were all "completely correct." 

The ship with 200 tons of uranium disappeared 
between Antwerp and Genoa and investigations 


Into the incident have proved fruitless, he said. 
The vessel turned up in the Mediterranean about 
a year later without the uranium. 

Professor Jacchia also said the captain of the 
ship was an Englishman but said he did not know 
whether he had ever been questioned about the 
matter. 

He told the press conference the uranium deal 
was first organised from the Belgian company 
Soclete Generate des Minerals and a Moroccan 
company named Chimagar in Casablanca, 
through a West German Intermediary, Asmara 
Ghemle of Hettenheim. 

He said the West German-Moroecan contract 
stipulated "maximum security," but this plan 
was dropped when.it was learned that Common 
Market authorisation was needed to ship 
uranium to a non-EEC country. 

The buyer was then switched to the SAICA 
company of Milan, which did not need special 
authorisation since Italy was a Market member, 
he said. 

The ship used was the Mahburg — registered 
Scheerberga — which arrived in Antwerp shortly 


after c han g in g to & Liberian flag and registration 
in Monrovia by the Blscayne Traders Shipping 
Company. 

In Antwerp, It switched from its mainly West 
German crew to the En gl ish captain and a mixed 
crew of Moroccans and some English and 
Austrians, Professor Jacchia said. 

The ship left Antwerp in November 1968 to take 
its cargo to the Italian firm — but never arrived. 
Later investigations showed that SAICA of Mflu 
was a '‘front", he added. 

The next action came several months later 
because the companies Involved had until April 
1969 to inform the Common Market that the 
material had not arrived. When they did so, 
"each one blamed the other, " Professor Jacchia 
said. 

Finally, in November 1969, he continued, 
letters were sent to Common Market countries 
saying that "the question can only be further in- 
vestigated with the methods and means of ser- 
vices responsible -for the security -of the state.”

Kurds claim to have stopped 
second Iraqi offensive

LONDON (Ofna). — Kurdish 
guerrillas In Iraq have stopped the 
second round of the Iraqi Army’s 
spring offensive and taken two Iraqi 
Army officers prisoner, according to 
Kurdish sources in London. 

The Kurdish; Democratic Party, 
whose rebellion for autonomy in 
Iraqi Kurdistan fell apart in 1974, 
when Iran cut support to the Kurds, 
have regrouped forces In the Kur- 
dish mountains to harass the Iraqi 
army. Iraq has deported thousands 
of Kurds from their ancestral 
homeland to deserts In the southern 
part of the country. 

The latest Iraqi Army offensive 
against the Kurds began on March 
17, with attacks by helicopter 
against Kurdish villages In the Kan- 
dil -Mountains. The second wave of 
this offensive began on April 4 in cen- 
tral forcing the Kurdish . 


Pe«hmerga ("Those who face 
death") to withdraw, the sources 
said. 

. Kurdish resistance to Iraq, which 
resumed in 1975*. relies on 
clandestine guerrilla movement 
rather than the former method of 
holding onto large "liberated" 
areas.

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DJIBOUTI (AFi . — The people of 
Djibouti, France’s last colony on the 
African mainland, vote today to es- 
tablish a new and potentially, un- 
stable mini-state in the troubled 
"Horn. of. Africa." . 

All political groups in what is of- 
ficially known as the "French 
Territory of Af&rs and Issas" are 
demanding the end of 115 years of 
French, colonial rule;, and the out- 
come of the referendum Is a 
foregone conclusion. 

But the future of the barren and 
impoverished new state of less than 
300,000 inhabitants, torn by tribal 
rivalries end coveted by its feuding 
neighbours, is a cause of widespread 
concern. 

A three-nation UN mission com- 
prising representatives of Norway, 
Sri Lanka and Venezuela will super- 
vise the referendum and the 
simultaneous election of a 60 - 
member ' constituent assembly for 
the future Djibouti Republic. 

The French government, by agree- 
ment with Djibouti's political par- 
ties, has fixed June 27 as the date for 
the new state's proclamation of in- 
dependence. . 

The 8, 494-aquar e-mlle territory 
controls the southern entrance to the 
Red Sea and has been a major 
French military base since it 
became a French colony In 1862. 
Its port is virtually its only economic 
asset and is the terminus of a 
French-built railroad from Addis 
Aba.ba that carries most of 
Ethiopia's foreign trade. 

A majority of the territory's in- 
habitants lives in Djibouti. The 
remainder are nomads roaming 
across the barren hinterland. There 
never has been a precise census of 
the entire population. French of- 
ficials say slightly more than half 
the 220,000 registered inhabitants 
belong to the Issa tribe, Arabic- 
speaking Moslems closely related to 
the inhabitants of Somalia. 

A large minority belongs to the 
Afar tribe, related to the Danaklls of 
Ethiopia. There are about 20,000 
European residents, mostly French 
civil servants and military men and 
their families. . 

The Af ars and Issas are hereditary 
tribal enemies, reflecting' the long- 
standing hostility between Ethiopia 
and Somalia. 

When Somalia became indepen- 
dent with the end of Italian and 
British colonial rule in 1960, the new 
state immediately laid claim to the 
French territory. Ethiopia., fearing, 
for its life-line railroad,' warned it 
would go to war to -prevent the 
territory falling into Somali hands. 
Although both countries — under . 
pressure from ’ their major arms 
supplier, the Soviet Union — agreed 
■last year to drop their rival claims to 
1 the territory, the conflict continues 
to smoulder under the surface. 

. ^ Fox fo any yearly the French, 
authorities favoured the Afar 
imnoi^itv, whose leaders at one time „

tegration into France. In a referen- 
dum in March, 1987, mare than 60 
per cent of the population rejected 
Independence. But the Issas claimed 
the result waa obtained through 
widespread fraud. 

During the past three years, 

■ French troops faced ever-growing 
harassment from an Issa guerrilla 
movement seeking a Somali- 
protected independence for the 
territory. At the same time, another 
guerrilla movement, in Ethiopia’s 
Eritrea province, virtually denied 
Ethiopia access to Its only seaports, 
Massawaand Assab, and sharply in- 
creased the military rulers’ deter- 
mination to keep Djibouti out of 
feomali control. 

Following the ouster and death of 
Emperor Haile Selassie, Ethiopia 
turned from a Western ally and 
client Into a Marxist, anti-Western 
bastion of Soviet influence under the 
regime of Col. Mengistu Haile 
Mariam. 

The Ethiopian transformation led 
to a reversal of French policy in 
'Djibouti. The government of Presi- 
dent Valery Giscard d’Estaing back- 
ed away from the pro-Ethiopian 
Afara and set the stage for the 
territory's Independence under Iasa 
leadership. 

Across the Red Sea, the rulers of 
oil-rich Saudi Arabia, fearful that 
Ethiopia might spread Communist 
influence through the region, are 
providing financial and arms aid to 
the Eritrean rebels and are trying to 
wean Somalia away from its ties 
with Russia. 

They have promised strong sup- 
port to the new Djibouti republic; to 
help keep it out of Ethiopian control. 

As Djibouti moved ■ toward its 
precarious sovereignty, the stability 
of the whole region seemed to be at 
the mercy of a possible minor inci- 
dent In or around the territory. "The 
Independence of Djibouti is a little 
like pulling the pin out of a grenade 
in the middle of a scuffling crowd," 
said the Paris newspaper "Le 
Monde."

lived and studied in Egypt, attending the Univer- 
sity of Alexandria la a special fellowship 
programme offend by the State University of 
New York (SUNY). The programme which had 
10 students, was funded by the U.S. Department 
of Health, Education and Welfare, which 
covered all the expenses of the three months in 
Egypt. This Included plane fare, rent for our 
apartments in Alexandria, a living allowance, 
professors’ salaries and field trips. 

The director of the programme, from SUNY, 
was a Jordanian who had lived in the U.S. for a 
long time. He handled all our arrangements, in- 
cluding doing battle with the Egyptian 
bureaucracy. 

The transition from being a student In the U.S. 
to being and living in Egypt was very abrupt. One 
day in September, I was at home In my half- 
Jewish, half-Italian neighbourhood on Long 
Island, packing my bags. Two nights later, I was 
eating pigeon and chips In an open-air restaurant 
on the Nile, in. Cairo, My nine companions shared 
my sense of unreality; we were actually In 
Egypt. 

We were all Americans, studying and living In 
a country very different from our own. For me, 
the difference was even more striking. I waa a 
Jew in an Arab country. 

We all been advised to avoid 
politics with Egyptians or with other Arabs, and 
not to tell anyone that we would be going to Israel 
after we left Egypt Privately, I had been told to 
keep my eyes and ears open — and my mouth 
closed. 

Perhaps the advice could have been put 
differently. For me, at least, it emerged that cau- 
tion— and not silence — should be the rule. 

MANY IMPRESSIONS registered in the three 
months I spent In Egypt — and a lot of them are 
good. The incredible friendliness of the people (in 
American eyes); the beauty of Alexandria, 
despite her sbabbtness; the growing number of 
doctors and engineers; and perhaps most impor- 
tant. the feeling that the country appears to be 
turning from thoughts of war to thoughts of 
peace. 


EGYPTIAN DIARY 

Caution— 
not silence 


MARK KAGAN, a student 
at the State University of 
New York, recently spent 
three months as a student in 
Egypt on a U.S. government 
exchange programme. Now 
in Israel, he reviews some 
of his impressions of Egypt 
find its people in the first of 
a series of articles. 

But when I think of Egypt, my clearest Image 
is of one of the buses in Alexandria.. It was old «nii 
dirty, and its engine badly needed a tune-up. It 
made its way through the suicidal traffic, per- 
manently tilted at a 45-degree angle, because of 
the number of people It carried. The bus was 
packed, but that was not all. There were people 
banging out the doors, and people hang in g onto 
those people, and more — people hanging onto 
people hanging onto people. 

You had to wonder how people Inside, pressed 
so tightly together, got off at their stops, arid how 
the people hanging on outside managed to stay 
on. It was these people who kept the bus tilted at 


its crazy angle. And you wondered when the bus 
finally would tip over. Should It do so, Pm sure 
someone would say ma'alesh (sever mind); it 
was the first word we learned in Egypt. 

To.me, that bus is Egypt. 

CAIRO TRAFFIC Is incredibly heavy — and so 
reckless that, in comparison, Israeli drivers seem 
to be marching in formation. And it is noisy. 
Egyptian drivers (you rarely see a woman 
behind the wheel) honk their horns constantly, 
even when there is absolutely no reason to do so. 
The sound of horns permeates the city, adding to 
the din that is one of the principle characteristics 
of Cairo and Alexandria. 

On the Nile Bridges, traffic Is always at a 
standstill. Drivers frequently pass the time of 
day by getting out of their cars and congregating 
for conversation. 

It is Immediately and painfully obvious that 
Cairo's transportation system has long since 
been made obsolete by the population explosion. 
Even major thoroughfares frequently can't ac- 
commodate the traffic — and there still aren't 
nearly enough vehicles for the population. There 
are thousands of taxis, but you con never get one. 

NOWHERE ARE EGYPT'S population problems 
more evident than in Cairo' where more than 
one-fourth of Egypt's 88 million people live. Of 
that, 9 million, about a third — 3,000,000 people — 
live in the streets, because there Is not enough 
housing, or because they cannot afford what is 
available. 

Many sleep wherever they happen to be — on 
the sidewalk, on some grass, In a doorway. 
Others have made their homes In alleys or cub- 
byholes In the sides of buildings, under the Nile 
bridges or in tents on the river’s banks. Wherever 
there Is a place to stay, and even where there Is" 
not, there are people. 

They eke out an existence, somehow, through 
garbage-picking, porterlng, doing odd jobs, or, 
most frequently, begging. For Egyptians who 
have money, baksheesh la necessary to get 
something done or to do something. For the 
millions of Cairo's street-dwellers. It is the only 
way they can live. 


JORDAN'S biggest export is people, 
Amman's "Al-Dostur" reported last 
week. According to the paper 98.3 
million dinars (a dinar Is worth 
82.50) were sent back to Jordan last 
year by Jordanians working abroad. 
And tbat’s only what was 
transferred through banking 
channels, It does not Include “at 
least a similar amount" which made 
its way back to Jordan Illegally, to 
avoid taxation, the paper adds. 

The significance of this sum 
becomes apparent when one reads 
that Jordan's total exports in 1976 
were 49 million dinars. 

ON MAY 15, according to "A1 
Abram," a new banknote will be 
issued In Egypt. The new note will 
have a face value of 20 Egyptian 
pounds. No explanation was given. 

THE EGYPTIAN "Akber Sa’a” 
carried a long report last week on 
the alleged goings-on In neighbour- 
ing Libya. The paper's correspon- 
dent claims that from all he has been 
able to put together. It Is "blatantly 
clear" that Gaddafi has but one pur- 
pose in life: to conquer Egypt. The 
first stage of the plan is, according to 
the paper, a take-over of Tunisia. 
Then comes Egypt. For this purpose 
Gaddafi has gladly "sold his soul” to 
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Jordan’s biggest export 


the devil (the Russians), who have 
built him airfields on the Egyptian 
border, and who have supplied him 
with a host of weapons. Including 
Mig-23 and Mlg-25 aircraft. 

Gaddafi, it is reported, has decid- 
ed to make Russian an official 
language in Libya — and is about to 
' issue an order which win make the 
study of Russian compulsory at all 
schools. 

Libya Is, of course, "as bad as 
Israel" in terms of its expansionistic 
aims, and that Gaddafi seems to 
have learned a valuable lesson from 
the Zionists: "Each time there is dis- 
sent at home, and the minute the op- 
position begins to ask embarrassing 
questions, he immediately creates 
tension along the borders... to divert 
the public's attention." 

"AKHBAR EL-YOM" reports that 
South Korea has dispatched 100 
nurses to Saudi Arabia, as the first 
stage In a plan which will call for the 
establishment of a complete Korean- 


run medical service. Soon to follow 
are doctors and medical technicians 
who will run clinics and hospitals in 
the country, as well as establish 
training facilities there. 

AND EN KUWAIT, "A1 Anba" claim- 
ed that President Carter's energy 
plan was primarily aimed at 
neutralizing Arab oil power. "The 
basic motive behind Carter's energy 
plan, obviously influenced by Zionist 
pressure, is to dispose of the main 
source of Arab power and its effect 
on American decisions," it said. 

The paper went on to describe 
Carter's plan as political, and not 
economic, and suggested that the 
Arab world call an immediate sum- 
mit conference to counter any 
"Zionist plan which would make the 
U.S. independent." 

The paper says that one of the 
main tasks before the summit would 
be to try to work out a strategy for 
the Arab world to achieve Its major 


objectives, before the Impact of the 
Carter proposals was felt. 

THE POPULATION of Syria, accor- 
ding to “Al-Ba'ath," Is 8,705,830, as 
of December, 1976. For those who 
are Interested, there are 46,010 more 
males than females. 

AND FIN ALLY, we read that Abdul 
Moneim Kaissuny, the Egyptian 
minister of finance, feels that while 
the economic situation of Egypt is 
"drastic," it is not "hopeless." 

These words of optimism were 
uttered by the minister at a recent 
meeting of the Gulf Fund, an Institu- 
tion dedicated to restoring Egypt's 
economy, financed by the oil-rich 
Gulf states. Kaissuny said that all 
that was needed to set things 
straight In Egypt — which currently 
owes the world about 512 b. — Is 
"goodwill on behalf of the Inter- 
national community and those of us 
who are gathered here." 

With some satisfaction, he noted 
that this year the Gulf Fund will 
forward Egypt 51.35b. (with Kuwait 
alone putting up $525m. ) — an act he 
called a step in the right direction. 
He conceded, however, that Egypt 
will have to be prepared to help itself 
as well, and that ways and means of 
doing this were being investigated.

Leading Austrian publisher tells of his “underground days 


• • 


TO THIS DAT Fritz Molden has four 
small scars on the back of his hands 
— where Gestapo Interrogators ex- 
tinguished cigarette butts to make 
him reveal the names of comrades. 

That was In 1940, two years after 
the Anschluss of Austria to the Ger- 
man Reich. Fritz, then 16, belonged 
to an anti-Nazi youth organization In 
his native Vienna. He was again 
arrested in the spring of 1941. After 
his release he decided to go to 
Holland, where his father was then 
working, and from there to make his 
way to England, so that he could 
"fight for Austria against the 
Nazis.** 

The attempt ended in failure, when 
the fishing' boat the Dutch un- 
derground had equipped for the 
Channel crossing was intercepted by 
the Germans even before it could 
pick up Its passengers. Taung 
Mol den hurried home to Vienna. But 
word of his activities reached the 
Gestapo there and he was arrested 
again. This time his youth did not 
save him, and he received a stiff 
sentence — eight years imprison- 
ment. 

That was the beginning of the anti- 
Nazi career of one of the few 
Austrians who eventually deserted 
from the Wehrmacht to join the 
Austrian underground. 

FVitz Molden. 93, is now Austria's 
foremost publisher, and his firm, 
which brings out about 100 titles a 
year, is among the 10 largest 
publishers In the German language. 
Molden was here for the Jerusalem 
International Book Fair, but his con- 
nection with this country dates back 
to 1947. when he covered the pre-War 
of Independence fighting as a young 
reporter for the Vienna paper “Die 
Presse." 

He was here again for the Sinai 
Campaign in 1956 and In 1967. when 
he was already a publisher. At that 
time he covered part of the Six Day 
War after the author of a book on the 
war he had commissioned was 
wounded when his tank went over a 
mine in Gaza. (The book, “David 
and Goliath," later became a best- 
seller. ) 

The Fritz Molden Verlag has alnce 
published many books on the Middle

THE BAT-DOR programme started 
out with a bang (Hablma, Tel Aviv; 
May 3), as Shelley Sheer, sheathed 
in white, leapt on stage to a per- 
cussive crash, to writhe vigorously 
against a stunning backdrop 
cascade. This opening was a good 
keynote for an evening replete with 
striking theatrics in a variety of 
movement styles. 

This first dramatic work, 
"Lover aker,” is the contribution of 
Do my Reiter-Soffer, to a score by 
l3ang Tun (Re&k). It features a 
spider-Uke woman who entices men 
only to discard them la pursuit of 
new ones who come in sight. Finally 
she meets her match, succumbing to 
a male who turns the tables on her 
and destroys her own assurance. 
Shelley Sheer danced with a com- 
pact, demonic gluttony, in superb 
technical command, charged 
throughout the composition like a 
high tension wire. Jeanna Gailar as 
her apprentice provided a pleasing 
contrast with a long-limbed, lyric 
fluidity. Robin Lyon, Yaakov SUvkln 
and Jay Augen were all impressive 
males, and I regret that the 
programme gave no help In dis- 
tinguishing among them. It is unfair 
to these hard-working dancers not to 
identify them, which would have 
been easy enough. 

Next came Charles Czarny’s 
"Adaglato," almost a pas de deux as 
Jeannette Ordman and Yehuda 
Maor went through posed, balletic 
patterns in mirror-image symmetry, 
evenly paced with the low-keyed 
music of Mahler. However, Sally- 
Anne Frledland appeared as a 
shadowy nymph, floating around by 
herself with.no connection to the em- 
bracing couple, except that at one 
point Maor arose, stirred by her 
presence which he couldn’t locate;

East. These include Moshe Dayan's 
autobiography: a biography of King 
Hussein; a book on Hassanein 
Heikal; and one by Amos Elon. "But 
reader interest in Middle East Af- 
fairs is slightly on the wane," 
Molden told The Jerusalem Post dur- 
ing an interview at the King David 
Hotel last week. 

Part of the purpose of Molden's 
current visit was to establish contact 
with former Austrians here. Last- 
year. he became honorary president 
of a state -supported organization 
which looks after Austrian citizens 
residing abroad. On a visit to the 
retirement home in Ram at Aviv, 
which houses about 100 former 
Austrians, Molden dedicated a 
library there — and also presented 
the residents with one hundred 
Sachertorten. 

Asked about Austrian reparations 
for Jewish victims of Nazism, which 
many former Austrians consider 
very inadequate, Molden said that he 
personally felt that Austria should do 
what Germany did. At the same 
time, however, he could understand 
the attitude of the Austrian govern- 
ment, which was that Austria was 
not responsible for anything that the 
German Reich had done. 

"But it is a moral requirement 
that we do the utmost for Hitler'B 
victims. I. personally, shall do all I 
can and we should do more than has 
been done," Molden said. 

The title .of Molden's 
autobiography Is long and somewhat 
unusual; “Fepolinski und 
Waschlapski auf dem berate nden 
Stern" ( Fepolinski and Waschlapski 
on the Bursting Star). The subtitle 
adds that it is a report on the 
agitated days of the author's youth. 

Molden's father, Dr. Ernst 
Molden. was until the AnachZusa ac- 
ting editor of the "Neue Frele 
Presse," Austria's leading liberal 
newspaper. The elder Molden used 
the term "Fepolinski ,, — lovingly 
concocted out of bis son's given 
names Fritz and Peter — to educate 
the boy to manliness, uprightness

but then he returned to Ordinan's 
side. 

Theatrical effects became more 
pronounced in "24 Bare Feet," again 
by Czaray. This time a series of duQ 
chorus routines to equally dull pop 
music, were arranged in a style seen 
often on commercial TV, except that 
this number continued interminably 
with boots added to the bare feet, 
with umbrellas, rag mops and 
balloons. Even more upsetting than 
the trite choreography was the per- 
formance. Presumably a jazz style 
was intended. However, the stiff, 
mechanically counted moves left 
this viewer with stroboscopic im- 
pressions of tin wind-up toys, 
pushing out their hip sections oc- 
casionally. 

The final ambitious "Journey" 
projected its Imagery os .much 
through the sets and costumes 
designed by David Staarlr as through 
Do my Relter-Soffer's choreography. 
A luminous, brooding orb filled the 
upper proscenium space; glowing 
lanterns were held by moving 
figures; a length of fiery chiffon 
seemed to consume a dancer as he 
thrashed about on the floor; nude 
tights presented primeval figures; 


deadly nightshade blue body suits, 
topped by helmets, sported metallic 
disks and antennae; and finally a 
figure dominated the scene In an 
elaborate headdress and a cloak so 
voluminous that dancers could hide 
In it and then cover the whole stage 
with it. 

Jeannette Ordman starred in the 
action, which spun' out as seven 
scenes in a woman’s dream Ufe. 
Relter-Soffer’s inspiration seemed to 
come from Oriental lore and mysti- 
que, as expressed both by written 
notes; "realization of primary self”; 
"goddess of three rivers: Death, 
Birth, Life"; and by tbe elaborate 
pageantry in a style that accom- 
panies staged Hindu legends. Oil- 
man's phrases often harked back to 
bits that are familiar to her public, 
like her balletic split and arched 
back, as male partners carry her 
aloft. In a different, almost primitive 
style, several lively, inventive group 
passages created an attractive 
elegance. 

In short, no one can complain that 
Bat -Dor short-changed its audience, 
either in well-rehearsed accuracy, 
or in the wealth of painstakingly 
embellished productions.

and courage. Waschlapski. on the 
other hand.' was based on the Ger- 
man word for the rag you wash your 
face with. It stood for all that was 
weak, "wet”, indecisive and pliable. 

Young Molden looked up to Us 
scholarly, reserved and highly- 
principled father and the challenge 
not to be a WasfchlapekJ — a smartui, 
as the sabra would put it — spurred 
him on right through his Ufe. 

Fritz Molden's grandfather. 
Berth old. was also a journalist and 
had shared a Stammtisch — a 
regular table in a cafe — with 
Theodor Herzl when the latter had 
worked for the "Neue Freie Presse" 
as a feature writer. Berthold’s 
father, Fritz's great-grandfather, 
was a fur dealer in Moldavia, from 
which province the family name 
derives. He was born a Jew but later 
baptized. 

Because of his Jewish grand- 
father, Fritz '8 father could no longer 
work in Austria after the Anschluss 
in March 1938. Only the protection of 
his friend from university days, Dr. 
Arthur Selss-Inquart, the German 
governor of conquered Holland, 
secured him a lowly job in that coun- 
try. 

Fritz Molden's father and mother, 
and his brother Otto, had all been 
briefly imprisoned after the 
Anschluss. Otto, eight years his 
senior, had a strong influence cm 
molding Fritz's conservative. 
Catholic and Austrian national — 
rather than pan-German — outlook. 

Fritz Molden’s mother, Paula, nee 
von Preradovic, came from an 
. aristocratic Dalmatian family. One 
of her forebears had been the 
national poet of Croatia. She was a 
sensitive yet strong woman, a 
novelist and poet, who, after the war, 
wrote the words for Austria's new 
national hymn. Paula Molden ran a 
typically cultured, Viennese, upper 
middle-class home, where writers 
and Intellectuals, including Max 
Reinhardt, Thomas Mann and Stefan 
Zweig felt at ease. 

Coming from this harmonious 


family background, Fritz had the 
spiritual strength to stand up to 
Hitlerism. Be early on decided that 
he would actively fight against that 
evil and for Austria, as proven by his 
attempt to escape to England. 

In- 1942, Molden, who was still un- 
der 18. was given the option to be 
released from Jail if he joined the 
Wehrmacht. It was the same option 
his brother Otto had taken two years 
earlier. Except that Fritz was 
assigned to a punitive battalion, 
where life expectancy was about six 
months. Hia pay book was stamped 
"politically unreliable." 

IBs unit was sent to Russia, where 
it was used in anti-partisan warfare 
under the supervision of SS soldiers. 
In the Pripet Marshes the men had to 
stake out safe paths through the 
swamps, to allow the SS to attack the 
partisans hiding there. Young 
Molden saw many of his comrades 
swallowed up by the swamp. 

A lucky shot fired by the partisans 
grazed his leg and sent him to a 
hospital in the rear. The doctor who 
treated him there apparently had 
anti-Nazi sympathies — although he 
never revealed himself. He not only 
healed the young soldier, but 
probably also saved his life by 
removing from his pay book the 
notation which stamped him as an 
enemy of the regime. By this action 
Molden became a regular Wehr- 
macht soldier. 

During a brief assignment to 
Paris, Molden made contact with 
anti-Nazi elements in the army. 
Through the Intervention of Colonel 
(later General) Erwin von Lahousen 
of the German Abwehr. he was sav- 
ed from reassignment to Russia and 
sent to an economic control unit In 
Italy. Later he volunteered -for a 
front-line unit where an anti-Nazi 
cell of soldiers and officers was sup- 
posed to exist. 

Meanwhile, the Gestapo and the 
Field Police had got wind of his 
group. A month later, he was -only 
saved from arrest when a corporal, 
whom he bad earlier suspected of be- 
ing a Gestapo spy, warned him not to 
return to his base after a trip to 
Milan. All the other 17 members of

his group were caught and later ex- 
ecuted. 

Deserting from the Wehrmacht, 
Molden hid for several months with 
Italian friends and with partisans. Zh 
July. 1944, he took off in tbe direction 
of Switzerland in a small Topolino 
car. In the Alps he faked his own 
death by putting some of his papers 
on the corpse of a German soldier 
and par tly burning him in bis car. 

Molden soon established his 
Austrian anti-Nazi credentials with 
the Swiss, who helped him get In 
touch with Allied agents. He even- 
tually met Allen Dulles, the personal 
representative of President 
Roosevelt for all secret service and 
underground activity In Europe. 
(The 20-year-old ex- Wehrmacht cor- 
poral bad no idea then that he would 
one day become Dulles' son-in-law.) 

From Switzerland be made many 
trips to Milan, Innsbruck and Vien- 
na, trying to make contact with and 
organize resistance groups. He 
travelled on regular troop trains In 
the uniform of a sergeant-major, 
with perfectly forged papers. Having 
been appointed the official liaison of- 
ficer with the underground by the 
Americans, he made two trips to 
Austria, once taking two U.S. agents 
and once a radio transmitter. 

After the war Fritz Molden was 
awarded the Medal of Freedom by 
the Americans, but Austria gave him 
no decoration, he writes with what 
seems some bitterness. He briefly 
joined the Austrian Foreign Ministry 
and later became the editor and 
publisher of four daily papers and 
several weeklies. 

In 1963 Molden sold his papers and 
became a book publisher. The 
Moldens have five children, aged 
three to 20. Hanna Molden, a 
specialist in International law, was 
with her husband on hla current visit 
here.

The event is being played at the Israel Tehnis Cen- 
tre's (ITC) Canada Stadium, which was officially open- 
ed by President Ephraim Katzlr and Canadian Am- 
bassador Edward prior to the start of play on Fri- 
day afternoon. Tfie'teven-storey high concrete stadium' 
enables 44200 spectators to watch the game In comfort, 
against a background of citrus groves and cypresses. 

The weekend’s hero waa the local No. 2, 19-year-old 
Shlomo Glickstelnjof Tel Aviv Maccabf, who got Israel 
off to a great start with a tough 6-7, 6-4, 6-8 success 
against Greg Haider In a 135-minute match of fluc- 
tuating fortunes- . T h e n , ' after his team-mate Talr 
Wertheimer had gone down 3-6, 4-6 to Dale Power 
yesterday morning, the two Israelis restored the host's 
advantage in the afternoon by beating Power and Re- 
jean Genoia 6-2, 7-6, 3-6, 6-4 in the doubles. More «n*n 5,- 
000 people watched the two days of tennis in perfect ' 
weather. 

Today, when play starts at 1.30 p.m., Wertheimer 
meets Haider and Gllckstein faces Power. If this 
schedule is kept, new national coach Jackie Saul will 
leave Chaim Arlosoroff and Shai Punl, both of whom 
are Included in the national tennis team for the first 
time, on the sidelines. Saul’s opposite number, DonJT cm- 
t&na, has not made use of the fourth member of the 
Canadian side, Jim Boyce. 

President Katzlr described himself as “a relatively 
new, but ardent tennis enthusiast," at the festive In- 


auguration ceremony of the stadium, chaired by Ralph 
Halbert, head of the flawafliaw Friends of the ITC. Cana-

■ stadium, which was completed In only five months. 
Prof. Katzlr lauded the centre’s "democratic approach 
to the royal game of tennis,'* and looked forward to the 
extension of the sport to the development towns and 
agricultural settlements. 

Guests of honour' at the ceremony Included Police 
Minis ter Shlomo Hlllel. Lea Rabin, patron of the 14- 
court centre which she opened exactly a year ago, and a 
delegation of 50 members of the Canadian friends. 

Pick of the first three matches was the Power- 
Wertheimer singles, with the 27-year-old ex-ice hockey 
star's all-court skill and agility giving m™ the edge over 
local No. l Wertheimer's powerful serve-and-volley ' 
game. The two kept up a breathtaking tempo for 75 
minutes. 

The 150-minute doubles was a mixture of scintillating 
rallies and dull periods, with Wertheimer, 22, and 
Gllckstein teaming up well and covering the net better. 

Gllckstein played a steady. Intelligent tennis against 
H aider, 21, showing commendable cool as the 
won the first set on the tie-break. From then on, the 
Israeli gradually gained control, picking up many 
points by cleverly concentrating on bis -opponent's 
susceptible backhand.

Soviets back down from diplomatic

Why I Support Rabbi Meir Kahane for the Knesset (-p) 

Decades from now, when historians will have long since 
forgotten even the most famous contemporary Jewish figures, one 
name will be long remembered — that- of Rabbi Meir K&hane. 

Rabbi Kahane will be remembered — and honoured — because 
he, more than any single individual. Is responsible for the exodus 
of Jews from Soviet oppression. Think hard. Was it so long ago 
that the cries of Soviet Jews fell on deaf ears all the way from 
Jerusalem to Washington ? Wasn't the attitude of the Israel Govern- 
ment: "Let’s not do anything which might harm our delicate 
relations with the Soviet Government: we can accomplish more 
with Moscow without noise"? And let's not forget the stance of the 
American Jewish establishment: "Let's not rock the boat. If we 
demonstrate and embarrass the Soviet Union, Soviet Jews wifi get 
even worse treatment." 

When I visited Moscow, Kiev and Vilnius in 1967. Jews 
there begged me to publicize their conviction that the only solution 
to their problem was to shout and to demonstrate and to bring 
their plight to the attention of the world and publicly embarrass 
the Soviet Union. This is precisely what Rabbi Kahane did. In the 
face of the outright opposition of the Jewish establishment ("What 
will the Goylm say?”), their ridicule and self-righteous denunciation 
of Rabbi Kahane, he galvanized world public opinion and alerted 
the world to the oppression of Soviet Jewry. At the same time 
he dragged a reluctant American Jewish leadership from a stance 
of acquiescent paralysis practically akin to acceptance of Soviet 
persecutions of Jews, to a position of support for quiet, "moderate," 
nan-boat-rocking diplomatic moves, and, after Rabbi Kahane showed 
the way, to open demonstrations and organized public protests 
against the Soviet Government. 

While the American Jewish leadership hardly pays even lip 
service to aliya, Rabbi Kahane has forcefully advocated the 
Immediate aliya of American Jews. What's more, he has set a 
personal example by settling in Israel. 

Rabbi Kahane knows that our right to Eretz 'Israel is 
only on the basis Of the Tora, and on that basis Judea, and Samaria 
are more part of Israel than is Tel Aviv. The Government's failure 
to acknowledge this fact through settlement and Its referral to 
the West Bank as the "captured territories” has been read by 
U.S. President Carter and Yasser Arafat alike as a clear signal 
that Israel will be prepared to aecept the establishment of a PLO 
state on the West Bank with PLO guns and PLO terrorists within 
easy striking distance of Tel Aviv, Petah Tikva and Netanya, if 
. only proper U.S. pressure is applied. Like most of us. Rabbi 
Kahane opposes the Government on this. But Rabbi Kahane is 
prepared to do, and to go much farther than we in demonstrating 
to the Government how repugnant its policies are to the Jewish 
people. Rabbi Kahane is a highly principled man. He lives modestly 
and unostentatiously. A man of action who has frequently demon- 
strated the lengths to which he.wfiJ -go-rfor his principles, Rabhi 
Kahane, In the spirit of the founders of our nation, is prepared to 
go to jail rather than compromise his principles. It is thus fashion- 
able In many quarters to dismiss Rabbi Kahane as an “extremist.” 

Regrettably, those of us who are usually independent 
and do not easily swallow much of what the establishment feeds 
us, readily swallow their ■•extremism’ 1 bit about Rabbi Kahane. 
and echo the establishment line with gusto. But aren't we all 
fiercely “extremist" about certain things very meaningful to us? 
About family, or country, or freedom? Wasn’t it really "extremism” 
which won us a state 29 years ago? And may not "extremism" 
occasionally be necessary to keep it a proper state today? 

Do I agree with every position advocated by Rabbi Kahane ? 
Or course not! For that matter I do not agree with every position 
of anyone I know. But I am convinced that one man — providing 
he is the right man —can make a difference in the Knesset. And 
if that man is Rabbi Kahane we .have a counterfoil to the likes 
of Uri Avneri and Meir Fa’il of Sheli, Amnon Rubinstein of Shinui, 
Shulamit Aloni of Ratz, and Meir Wilner of Rakach.

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Comptroller's report — Interior Ministry 

Ministry sloth force 
cities to take loans

TEL. AVIV. — The cities' frequent 
complaints about the Ministry of the 
Interior's tardiness In turning over 
government grants to the municipal 
cotters have been borne out by the 
State Comptroller In his latest report 
on the ministry. 

As the Comptroller sees It, “delays 
by the Ministry of the Interior in tur- 
ning over funds to the local 
authorities, are among the reasons 
which force them to" turn to other — 
very costly — sources of finance. It 
is Imperative that government of- 
fices also inform the local 
authorities of the dates on which 
funds are to be transferred to them, 
so that they could plan their budgets 
accordingly." 

The Comptroller notes that a ma- 
jor part of municipal expenditures is 
ear-marked for employees’ salaries 
and hence equally divided 
throughout the year. The cities con- 
sequently expect to receive govern- 
ment grants in a regular fashion and 
in fixed monthly amounts. 

This, however, is not what 
happens. During the first quarter of 
the 1975 fiscal year, the Comptroller 
writes, the cities received only half 
the sums which the Interior Ministry 
should have given them. During the 
second quarter, the cities received 
only 16 per cent of the annual alloca- 
tion, instead of the 25 per cent that 
was due them. In all, they received 
only IL82m. during the first half of 
the year, instead of the budgeted 
IU40m. 

The ministry was more punctual in 
paying the country's development 
towns, and moat of the ministry 
delays affected the more veteran 
cities, the Comptroller reports. 

The ministry is also taken to task 
for being tardy on other counts. The 
Comptroller finds that one of the 
major reasons for delays on the part d 
local authorities In handing in their 
annual budget proposals, is the fact 
that ministry budgetary directives 
reach them too late. While the cities 
were required to submit their budget 
to the mlnistcr'3 approval by 
January 81 of last year, the 
ministry’s directives on how to draw 
up the 1976 budget were not publish- 
ed before February 22. 1976. As a 
result moat citltes were late in 
presenting their budgets, and some 
did not draw theirs up before August. 
In most cases the budgets were ap- 
proved only three to six months after 
the start of the fiscal year, "a fact 
which appreciably detracts from the 
meaning of a proper budgetary 
framework for local authority ac- 
tivities," the Comptroller states. 

The Comptroller Is also unhappy

with the failure of the ministry to 
supervise municipal expenditures. 
The ministry has been unable, due to 
budgetary restrictions, to set up 
professional teams to examine local 
authorities' budget changes and' 
check whether all possible steps to 
economize on municipal expen- 
ditures have been taken. 

But the Comptroller finds that the 
ministry is not entirely responsible 
for some - of the local authorities' 
budgetary irregularities. 

In 1971. for example, the ministry 
requested that all cities tighten their 
belts and cut expenditures by five 
per cent. The Comptroller's check, 
however, revealed that not all cities 
cut expenses and that others actual- 
ly increased their budgets, after hav- 
ing first made the demanded cuts. 

The local authorities are taken to 
task in a separate report which 
dwells mainly on deviations from 
regulations governing the retire- 
ment of city employees. 

He discovered that cities rarely es- 
tablish medical commissions to 
check Into applications for early 
retirement for medical reasons. 
Such commissions are mandatory 
according to law, but most local 
authorities make do with the opinion 
of a Kupat Halim Industrial physi- 
cian. 

A civil servant forcibly retired 
before his 65th birthday can appeal 
the decision before a special com- 
mittee. but the Comptroller found 
that no such recourse is open to the 
municipal employee. The Comp- 
troller bases his criticism on the files 
of 550 pensioners from the cities and 
local councils he examined between 
1971 and 1976. 

A number of cities, according to 
his findings, based the size of the 
pensions they awarded to different 
employees on various personal 
criteria not found In any government 
regulations. This resulted in con- 
siderable gaps between the pensions 
awarded to personnel who worked 
for the same municipality for the 
same number of years. The Comp- 
troller also feels that cities should 
not burden themselves with financial 
commitments greater than those im- 
posed on it by the law. 

To prevent deviations in pension 
rates, the Comptroller recommends 
that the municipalities adopt the 
pension criteria of the civil service.

• No less serious, .is the waste in 
another 220 major enterprises, 
which together account for 28 per 
cent of Industry's. total power con- 
. sumption. In that group five sur- 
- veys were made. The enterprises 
could save up to 27 p.er cent on their - 
electricity' bills. These would he 
lower by IL15.000 to ILL 50,000 a year. 

The largest enterprises and eleo- 
'tricity consumers (who pay for 500,- 
000 kw/h a month and over) use 
together just over half (01 per cent) 
of all electric power taken up by in- 
dustry.

Jerusalem Feat Be porter 

Industry could cut its energy bill 
by 10 per cent, at an annual savings 
of IL200m., according to the findings 
of a group of engineers from the 
Israel Physics Laboratory affiliated 
with the Ministry of Commerce and 
Industry. The group surveyed a hun- 
dred industrial enterprises during 
1976 with a view to finding ways to 
save energy. 

The Minis try of Commerce and In- 
dustry has just published a guide for 
Industrial enterprises outlining 
various ways in which fuel can be 
saved. 

Dr. Avinoam Shinhar, director of 
the laboratory, said that the survey 
had so far covered enterprises In the 
chemical, metalworking, textile and 
food industries, as well as hospitals 
and hotels. -The firms examined 
were given specific suggestions on 
how to reduce their fuel re- 
quirements. ' 

The Ministry has recently set up a 
special fund for granting- credits to 
enterprises willing to invest In the 


changes necessary to attain fuel 
savings. Loans from the fund will be 
up to 50 per emit of the Investment, 
and will be for two years. 

A joint committee of the Ministry 
together with the Treasury Is ex- 
amining further ways to promote 
energy saving. 

The recent State' Comptroller's 
Report criticises the Commerce 
Ministry for not heeding the Comp- 
troller's earlier recommendations 
regarding energy preservation by 
taking this aspect into account when 
granting development loans. 

Ministry officials explained that 
they prefer to get enterprises to take 
fuel saving 1 measures voluntarily. 
The matter would be reconsidered ip * 
the_ light of experience, they said. 

Energy waste was also attacked 
recently by a committee of Tecimlon 
professors appointed by the Knesset 
Committee for Economic Affairs. 
The professors recommended the 
imposition of fines an enterprises 
operating their electrical equipment 
with below-standard power factors.

Sardine fishermen worried by the 
late start of the season

1 HAIFA. — This year so far the sar- 
dines are keeping away from our 
shores, to the disappointment of 
fishermen, who have still not 
recovered from last year's dis- 
astrous season, which yielded only 
500 -tons, compared to the average, 
1 . 200 . 

The sardine fishing season should 
have started a month ago. and in a 
regular year by this time, 200 to 300 
tons should be in the nets. This year, 
however, the nets are still empty, 
because the sea Is still too cold for 
the sardines to' grow big enough to 
shoal. 

The 500 sardine fishers work at 
night, attracting the heliotropic little 
fish into their nets with powerful 
lamps Installed on their boats. But 
when the moon Is full they stay at 
home, since they cant compete with 
the big light for brightness. 

The late season has got the 
ETsherles Division worried too. Last 
year was a bad one for sardines not 
only In Israel. Portugal, which has 
the biggest canning industry, was 
also hit and even enquired here 
whether we could spare any fish tor 
their canneries. South Africa also 
had a disastrous sardine season, and 
though geographically there, is no 
connection between the three seas, 
the fishermen “don't like It.” 

The Department put a research 
boat to sea this week to look for the 
sardines off our coast. Ernest Grofit 
of the Fisheries Technology Division 
told The Jerusalem Post that with its 
sophisticated electronic gear the 
boat "found some signs of the begin- 
! nlng of the season,” mainly off the 
coast between Herxliya and 
“Ashkelon. Further north “we found 
•nothing.” 

Water temperatures were now ris- 
ing to normal, and the water In the 
shallow areas near the coast, where 
the sardines are fished, is becoming 
clear at last, Grofit said. The 
repeated storms which stirred up 
sand and mud had made it impossi- 
ble for the fishermen’s lux lamps to 
penetrate the dark water and attract 
the sar dines. “We exp e ct that ea rly

New type of debenture in local currency 
is linked 70 per cent to the dollar

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — A new type of deben- 
ture, denominated In Israeli curren- 
cy but 70 per cent linked to the U.S. 
dollar, made its debut this week. The 
debenture will carry interest of 6 
pgr cent, or 3.9 per cent net after tax. 

The duration of the bond is for 12 
years and after the fifth each year 15 
per cent will be retired. Under these 
conditions the average life of the 
bonds Is 5.5 years. 

The first Issue came on the market 
this week without the appearance of 
a prospectus. It wa s pres ented by a 
Bank Hapoalim subsidiary, 
Tashtit Ltd. Due to an error in foe 
prospectus, the issuer was required 
to publish a new prospectus, which 
appeared yesterday. Next week the 
company will issue two additional 
series, of ILL 5m. each. 

Natan Shilo, deputy-manager of 
the Tel Aviv Stock Exchange, said 


that the prospectus was delayed for 
technical reasons. In any case, the 
new issue was readily picked up as 
soon as It was offered. According to a 
government decision two -months 
ago the banks will be the only 
authorized bodies to issue the new 
bonds. . 

Banking sources have Indicated 
that the terms of'the new bonds are 
not overly attractive. The bonds 
arouse interest because they offer an 
alternative method of partially link- 
ing funds to foreign currency without 
having to buy Natad investment 
dollars. Furthermore, ft was pointed 
out that securities denominated In 
foreign currency and listed on the 
Tel Aviv Stock Exchange, are 
relatively high-priced and the yields 
are subsequently low. 

It is anticipated that the next few 
weeks will see a number of such 
dollar -linked issues brought on the 
market. 


Shippers may sue Marine Officers Union 


next week, the sardines will start 
forming fishable shoals and the 
season will start,” he said. 

Meanwhile the union has reached 
agreement with the canning industry 
for the sale of its catches to the In- 
dustry at fixed prices. After last 
year's “drought at sea" there is a 
big demand for sardines from the 
canneries, and only the price 
remains to be agreed upon. 

The fishermen's union has asked 
for a 34 per cent rise over last year's 
prices, basing Its claim on the rise in 
costs. The canneries agreed to pay 
only 25 per cent more. As a last 
resort the issue was passed to the 
Ministries of Agriculture and 
Commerce for a ruling that both 
sides agreed to abide by.

HAIFA. — The eight million dollars 
worth of imports unloaded in Naples 
by the American Export Line's con- 
tainer ship Export Freedom last 
month because of the marine of- 
ficers' strike here, will be brought 
back by the line's Young American 
□ext Tuesday. 

The E xport Line will absorb h alf'of 
the extra expenses, estimated at 
$300,000 for returning the cargo to 
Haifa, 'according to an agreement 
reached with the company by the 
Shippers Council. The Export 


Freedom unloaded some 300 Israel- 
bound containers in Naples. 

Council director Arie Mehoulal 
told The Jerusalem Post that they 
were getting legal advice about the 
Importers suing the Marine Officers 
Union for the $150,000 they will have' 
to pay to have the goods delivered In 
Haifa. The importers would base 
their claim on the argument that the 
union called the strike without 
Histadrut sanction, and that it had 
therefore been illegal. 

Meanwhile in Haifa Port the big 
backlog of cargo resulting from the 
23-day long strike has now been 
cleared up. 


Our foreign debt rose by $425m. in January 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 

Israel's foreign debt rose in 
January by $425m., a 4.3 per cent in- 
crease, which brought the total 
foreign debt to $9. 7b. — according to 
the latest data from the Foreign 
Currency Division of the Treasury. 

Most of the increase — $282m. out 
of the total of $425m. — was In long- 
term Defence Loans, and most of the 
remainder was also in long-term 
loans. Short-term loans declined by 
$4. 3m., white medium-term loans 
went' up by $26m. 


Israel will have to repay, from 
February 1977 up to the end of 
January 1978, a total of 31,344m., but 
the bulk of the amount, some 
$l,060m., will be. on account of 
medium- and short-term obligations 
to banks and suppliers which are 
usually renewable. 

A full $7. 2b. out of the total foreign 
debt of $9.7b. Is government debt, 
another $500m. are government- 
guaranteed loans, and $i.gb. are 
foreign loans without a government 
guarantee.

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Ten days before elections 

TEN DAYS before election day the dominant feeling la one of 
satiety and oversaturation. It would seem that everything that 
can be said has been said; all the possible pre-election 
manoeuvres and permutations have been tried; the propaganda 
gimmicks on television which were stale to begin with are 
becoming wooden; and still the newspaper polls tell us that 
close to 30 per cent of the electorate has not yet made up its 
mind. 

Israel has a proud record of high voter participation in past 
elections, generally between 80-90 per cent of the eligible voters. 
Thus it may be assumed that the standard 15-20 per cent of the 
eligible voters will again abstain on May 17. The rest of tile 
waverers will simply have to confront themselves and decide on 
the basis of available evidence as to the party of their choice. It 
is unlikely that what will be said In the remaining 10 days will 
add enlightenment. The choice is such a difficult one because 
there is room for more than suspicion that if one keeps the 
realities of May 18 and the immediate future in mind, the real 
differences between the parties are either not that great or are 
unfathomable. 

Still, even at this early date there are several lessons worth 
taking to heart for future reference. The campaign has been too 
long by far; and since time is money, also too expensive. When 
the Knesset decided on early elections it chose a date five 
months in the future. Politicians, like the rest of us, are prone to 
putting off the dates requiring crucial decisions. In retrospect it 
would he impossible for any party to claim that this procrastina- 
tion served its own electoral interests. There is. thus, no reason 
why our professional politicians should not resolve that in the 
future the time between the dissolution of the Knesset and elec- 
tion day should not exceed two months. 

We are now into our second week of nightly television 
propaganda and, to the extent that electronic media propagan- 
da can be submitted to criticism like other art forms, the fin- 
dings so far are entirely negative. This is clear in regard to the 
insult inflicted on the common intelligence. But it would seem , 
that the potential impact on the voter is also somewhere 
between negative to neutral. The one thing with which the 
television propaganda has provided us is a preview of what may 
be expected if and when the government approves advertising 
on TV. 

And, finally, it is not too early to impress upon the leading 
candidates who will be involved in coalition negotiations within 
two weeks the urgency of concluding those negotiations by the 
time the Ninth Knesset convenes on June 6 rather than dragging 
them out for the traditional bone-wearying six to eight weeks 
after that date.

THE ABRUPT announcement by 
Ychoshu.i R-ibinowItz of his decision 
not to take ministerial office again, 
carried an undertone of disappoint- 
ment. He feels that the work he did 
as Finance Minister. Is not ap- 
preciated. 

He has a legitimategrudge; forhls 
policy was at least half-successful. 
The present danger Is that In rejec- 
ting all that Rabinowitz tried to do, 
wc may bo throwing the baby out 
with the bathwater. 

When a government adopts the 
wrong economic stance, it is 
generally not because of ignorance. 
There is a natural propensity in 
democratic countries for taking the 
line of least resistance. Mr 
Rabinowitz did not do that. He went 
against the grain, which required a 
great deal of courage. His strategy 
was right: his tactics, unfortunately, 
turned out to be Jess propitious. 

As soon as he took over from 
Pinhas Sapir back in 1974 — at a time 
when the full impact of Increased 
foreign currency costs (for defence, 
and for raw materials, especially 
oil) was hitting Israel like a 
gale-force wind — he set himself to 
apply the measures that Sapir had 
not so far got round to considering. 

The job. 'as Rabinowitz saw it. was 
to re-structure the Israel economy. 
by leashing that part which supplies 
goods and services to the local 
market, and by stimulating that part 
which supplies goods and services to 
the export market. 

HE SUCCEEDED; that must be 
stated, bluntly and for the record. 
The trade deficit was narrowed last 
year by one-fifth. But it will not be 
narrowed on that scale again in the 
present year. Therein lies his un- 
success. The medicine be 
ministered, though excellent for the 
patient's tummy, proved too bitter 
for the tongue. 

How to reduce the supply of goods 
flowing into the local market? Make 
the trade less profitable. He did that 
by piling on taxation, and so pushing 
up prices. How to increase the supp- 
ly of goods to export ? Make it more 
profitable, . that is devalue the 
currency. 

The formula seemed reasonable, 
and it worked. But employed people 
were Infuriated by the technique 
adopted of engineering price infla- 
tion, in order to erode living stan- 
dards. The popular wrath exploded 
into a wave of strikes. They manag- 
ed to upset Rabinowitz's formula. 
Wages have now caught up with and 
overtaken prices. The domestic 
market, which had lagged before, to 
the benefit of the export trade, has 
surged forward once more. Exports 
are falling back to second rank.

GENIA Averbuch-Alperin, who died 
just over a month ago. was one of Tel 
Aviv's first woman architects.

IT'S INSTANT aliya if the 
Lubavttcher Rebbe tells you to go.

WHO CAN AFFORD to visit our 
National Parks? How many Israelis, 
have for instance visited the 
amphitheatre In Be is an (a Parks 
Authority site) during the past year? 

We went there one week-end while 
driving through Beisan and saw 
from afar that the place was open 
and totally deserted at two ‘in the 
afternoon. When we enquired the 
price of an admission ticket, IL8.50 
per head, and calculated that it 
would cost 1142.50 to get our whole 
carload in, we decided with great 
regret that the Authority could keep 
its park and we would keep our 
money. We wondered whether the 
bureaucrats in Tel Aviv who run the

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Where then did Rabinowitz's plan 
go wrong? He had two alternative 
ways of cutting local demand, one by 
reducing budget expenditure, the 
other by increasing budget revenue. 
He tried the former, and found the 
resistance so great that he fell back 
on the latter. 

That proved to.be & mistake, and 
not only because of popular 
resistance. Present thinking in the 
Western countries is that a budget 
can only be so big, because taxes can 
only be so heavy. What the Govern- 
ment should be doing, as the 
Treasury’s budget chief Sar-Shalom 
Shiran could not refrain from saying 
out loud a week ago, is to slash ILhb. 
from the expenditure columns. 

ANYBODY THINKING that this 
dose is sweeter- tasting than the 
specific that Rabinowitz opted for is 
greatly mistaken. But it Is more dif- 
ficult to resist at the workplace. 
When prices rise, people can strike 
(for higher wages) . When unemploy- 
ment rises — there is not h i ng to 
strike for. 

Why unemployment, at a time 
when there are already idle 
resources in the economy? Commen- 
tators are beginning to react not just 
against Rabinowitz’s technique of 
deflating through the price 
mechanism, but agsList the policy of 
deflation in general- Dr. Richard 
Ablln writes in ITte Jerusalem Post 
(April 20): “In an economy bulging 
with under-utilised productive 
capacity, our thoughtless prejudices 
against consumption is. un- 
warranted." 

Professor Ephraim Kleiman. ■ in 
the same issue of The Post, 
welcomes the recent bout of wage in- 
creases because the economy would 
otherwise be toppling into a reces- 
sion. He recalls the slump of 1966, 
when local demand effectively sagg- 
ed — yet exports did not Increase. 

There are always two sides to any 
economic proposition, what might be 
called the plus side and the minus 
side. Recession in the domestic sec- 
tor (minus) is no good unless there is 
a boom in the export sector (plus). 

That is Principle Number One. 
Principle Number Two is that unless 
you have — initially — a recession in 
the domestic sector, the shift to ex- 
ports will just not occur. 

We are not talking of a marginal 
increase in exports. A five or ten per 
cent growth per annum might be 
feasible without drastic deflationary 


cheaper tickets would attract more 
visitors.

THE Jerusalem Book Fair was 
described in the London "Times" 
this week as "an astonishingliterary 
event." 

Writing in the “Diary" column, 
the Literary Editor of "The Times." 
Mr. Ion Trewin, commented on the. 
passionate Interest In books shown 
by the Israeli public. Apart from 
translated works (with Mrs. Golda 
Heir's autobiography published In 
English, Danish, Dutch, French, 
Fi nni sh and another six languages) . 
he noted that “in contrast with Bri- 
tain, creative fiction appears to 
flourish. Even an unknown expects 
to sell 2000-3000 copies in hard-back 
in Hebrew." 

Referring to the difficulties of 
translation, Mr. Trewin reported 
that T. Carmi has just completed 10 
years of work on the Penguin 
Anthology of Hebrew Verse. The 
volume, to be published next year, 
will carry the original poem on one 
half of the page and the English 
translation on the other. 

The moat moving event of the 
Fair, for Trewin. was visiting the 
rebuilt Jewish Quarter in the Old 
City with author-photographer John 
Phillips, whose book, “The Will to 
Survive" documents the fall of the 
Quarter during the Arab siege of 
Jerusalem in 1948. 

The eminent literary critic also 
found time to do some window- 
shopping. As a result, he urges 
British suppliers to note the great de- 
mand in Israel for such food 
products as Marmite, Golden Syrup, 
Birds Custard, Mars Bars and 
Oolman's mustard — he found them 
“fearfully expensive."

TV) achieve that, exports must 
swell by 15 per cent at the very 
miwtt mirn - That means an expansion 
in the outflow of trade, including In- 
visibles, to the tune of g700m. a year. 
Such an objective cannot be achiev- 
ed If more consumption is pumped 
into the domestic economy. 

BUT WHAT OF the stagnation in 
economic growth? Why cannot at 
least unused economic capacity be 
exploited to feed the domestic con- 
sumer? That unused capacity must 
certainly be activated, but — once 
again — to feed the foreign con- 
sumer. 

Exports, like immigrants, need & 
push as well as a pull. The internal 
market should becomes condemned 
area, as far as the policy-makers are 
concerned: Economic development 
can yniann one thing and one thing 
only: export development. If growth 
does- not happen there, it will not 
hap pen. at all. And this reversal of 
the traditional priorities is-not mere- 
ly for one year, or until the next elec- 
tions. but is permanent and built-in 
—at least for the foreseeable future. 

- It sounds a brutal approach; but 
then the problem is brutal, as 
Rabinowitz understood perfectly 
well. People must be made un- 
employed on the local market, 
because they are wrongly employed 
there. Continued laxity over this 


problem today will bring on fearful 
retribution ’tomorrow. Individuals 
must be Jerked out of what is in 
effect a sinecure: It Is an act of 
kindness to them. They must be 
. brought to seek their careers In 

dollar -earning occupations. . 

That is . the minus, side .of the 
equation; the plus side follows in its 
wake. -Growth will come again to the 
local market in due course — but as 
a result of export growth- We have 
’said that if growth there is. it must 
be export growth. That Is Principle 
Number Three. Principle Number 
Four la this: the only way the 
domestic market can escape from its 
present stagnation and resume 
growth Is 11 exports grow first. 

It is not & coincidence that the 
slowest rise in living standards takes 
place in countries where the 
domestic market predominates, and 
the fastest rise in countries where 
manufacturers are forced to seek 
their profit overseas. 

An explanation Is suggested in a 
study published by the London 
"Economist" more than a decade 
ago, comparing the different growth 
rates of Britain and West Germany. 
Its conclusion was as follows. In- 
creased production for the local 
market yields increased domestic 
consumption, but hits into a 
bottleneck when the foreign curren- 
cy runs out. Hence the paralysing 
"stop-go" fluctuations that have 
characterised the British economy 
since World War H (and the Israel 
economy in the 1970 ’s). 

INCREASED PRODUCTION for ex- 
port. on the . other hand, also 
generates increased domestic con- 
sumption. But this time the foreign 
currency does not run out, so growth 
can continue unimpeded year after 
year — as has been happening in 
West Germany and Japan. 

Exports spur increased domestic 
consumption, because those who 
make the exports get paid, and 
sp$nd their money on the domestic 
market. The difference is that they 
get paid In dollars by the foreign 
buyer; but they do get paid. They 
change the dollars into Israel 
pounds, and spend those Israel 
pounds in the local shops. 

Critics- profess to fear 
Rabinowitz's deflationary 
programme. But his end-purpose is 
to narrow the trade gap. and n a r ro w- 
ing the trade gap is a thoroughly fet- 
flotionary process. To increase ex- 


ports more than imports means to 
generate excess purchasing power in/ 
the local market. If there la a ques- 
tion facing Israel isupposingthe ex- 
port boom continues), it Is whether 
. some of this accrued purchasing- 
power may not have to be pumped 
out of circulation by higher taxation. 

The dilemma mayor may not crop 
up. The Israel economy, once it gets 
into full swing again, will certainly 
be able to supply at least some of the 
goods for the domestic market, os 
well as extra exports. But to make 
the Government pump extra 
purchasing-power into circulation 
ahead of time, over and. above the 
pure basing- power that will be 
generated in any case by the export 
drive itself. Is wrong-headed. 

To advocate wage hikes Heat we 
run into recession) and to oppose the 
elimination of deficit budgeting 
(because consumption needs 
boosting) Is the surest way of secur- 
ing that the export drive, which 
started so well under Rabinowitz's 
deflationary policy, fizzles out. 

It is true, as Dr. A biin says, that 
the growth of exports last year was 
not accompanied by a growth in the 
national product. But had there not 
been a* boom In exports, the GNP 
would in point of fact have declined. 
The only way that output can get 
back into a situation of continuing 
expansion Is if the growth is export- 
led; that is, powered by the hike in 
exports. There Is no other method. 

Mr. Rabinowitz understood that, 
and applied the necessary policies. 
That they were unpopular does not 
mean that they were basically 
erroneous. It is necessary now to try 
and achieve the same objective in 
another way — by cutting a great 
chunk out of Government expen- 
diture. and getting rid of the budget 
deficit in that manner. It is a task for 
the next administration — a task 
that it cannot duck, because in this 
year 1977, Israel is certainly at zero 
hour. 

The next Finance Minister will, all 
things considered, be not more pop- 
ular than the present one. His duty 
remains the same, to redress finally 
the by-now chronic imbalance that 
distorts the economy. 

This Imbalance has been 
graphically described by in- 
dustrialist Dan Tolkowsky. We 
Israelis eat, he says, three meals a 
day. and still despite all our sup* 
posed achievements 'in the economic 
field, earn only two. The job is to 
earn the other meal — before it 
starts to fade from the nation's table.
